Tobacco 

company 

took 

advantage 
of gays

P hilip Morris has been dragged 
out of the closet by two separate 
but related reports in the current 
issues of the American Journal of Pub¬ 
lic Health and Tobacco Control. 

The tobacco company, according 
to University of California, San Fran¬ 
cisco researchers, specifically targeted 
the gay community in the 1990s, do¬ 
nating money under the guise of phil¬ 
anthropy and advertising in gay 
media in order to boost its sales. Al¬ 
most simultaneously, however, the 
company cbhtinued trt support right- 
wing causes, and claimed no ties to 
the LGBT marketplace. 

These observations come from the 
UCSF investigation of previously se¬ 
cret internal tobacco industry docu¬ 
ments, now available as the result of 
tobacco industry litigation. 

And the conclusions, according to 
UCSF, support the notion that mar¬ 
ginalized communities remain vul¬ 
nerable to marketing strategies that 
work against these communities’ best 
interests. 

“To be offered money and accept 
money from the industry seems like 
free money,” said Naphtali Offen, a re¬ 
search associate in the UCSF School 
of Nursing Department of Social and 
Behavioral Sciences and lead author 
of one of the reports, “but it’s not free 
money. What it usually does is it buys 
silence.” 

Offen’s report, “From Adversary to 
Target Market,” which appears in the 
June issue of Tobacco Control, traces 
Philip Morris’ history with the gay 
community through the 1990-91 
boycott of the Philip Morris-owned 
Marlboro cigarettes and Miller beer. 
At the time, Philip Morris was a lead¬ 
ing corporate contributor to homo- 
phobic right-wing Senator Jesse 
Helms (R-North Carolina) and had 
donated over $200,000 to the Jesse 
Helms Citizenship Center in North 
Carolina. 

Launched by the AIDS Coalition 
to Unleash Power, the Marlboro and 
Miller boycott demanded that Philip 
Morris stop funding Helms, renounce 
its past support, and meet with ACT 
UP/DC representatives to discuss the 
company’s responsibility to the gay 
community and people with AIDS. 
Although the boycott was not univer¬ 
sally embraced, it spread to more than 
30 cities and 300 restaurants and bars 
nationwide, and Miller Lite suffered a 
20 percent drop in sales in some areas. 
“ACT/UP hurting Miller,” read a 
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10 years of AIDS awareness 

The San Francisco Giants hosted the 10th annual Until There's A Cure Day at Pacific 
Bell Park Sunday, June 1 to raise awareness of HIV A IDS. A moving pregame ceremony 
included a performance by the Glide Memorial Choir, remarks by AIDS advocates, and 
hundreds of volunteers, some of whom were from MCC-San Francisco, who formed a 
giant red ribbon. The Until There's A Cure Foundation received $50,000 from the Giants 
Community Fund, and promptly donated the money to Continuum, TARC, and New Leaf: 
Services for Our Community in San Francisco; the Diablo Valley AIDS Center in Con¬ 
cord; and the Santa Cruz AIDS Project. Executive Director Jeff Cleary saidibore money 
generated from T-shirt, bracelet, and hat sales will be included in tire foundation's grants 
that are awarded in September. The Giants went on to beat the Colorado Rockies 4-0. 


Top UCSF AIDS researcher 
announces his resignation

S an Francisco will lose one of the world’s 
leading experts in AIDS research this fall 
when Tom Coates steps down as execu¬ 
tive director of the AIDS Research Institute at 
the University of California at San Francisco. 

Coates informed friends and colleagues in 
May that he would be stepping down in Sep¬ 
tember in order to relocate to Los Angeles and 
join the faculty at the University of Califor¬ 
nia, Los Angeles Medical School. While Coates 
will continue his research into HIV and AIDS, 
he will also turn more of his attention to men¬ 


toring students entering the profession. 

Reached by phone in South Africa, where 
he is overseeing several research projects, 
Coates said it is time to step aside and allow 
others to move into leadership roles. 

“It’s a big change for everyone, including 
me. I will be training young physicians who 
want to become HIV doctors and want to do 
research,” said Coates, 57, who will also be re¬ 
signing as director of the UCSF Center for 
AIDS Prevention Studies. “My goal will be to 
bring new investigators into the field and I 
will be seeing what else comes my way. I will 
be focusing more on teaching, which is some-

Ex center 
director to 
get KQED 
Pride 
Award

B rian Cheu, the former executive direc¬ 
tor of the LGBT Community Center, 
who left just as the center revealed sig¬ 
nificant fiscal trou¬ 
bles, will receive a 
Pride Award from 
KQED-TV later this 
month. 

When Cheu 
started work at the 
center last year, 
the$e was a staff of „ 

20 and a nearly $3 
million annual bud¬ 
get. Now, the center 
is struggling to stay 
solvent. It lost 
$642,000 between July 2002 and February 
2003. It is down to a staff of 13, and board 
co-chair Scott Wiener said the center’s board 
is working on the premise that it will take in 
about a million dollars this year - about a 
third of what it had expected before it 
opened. 

KQED Vice President Patricia Evans told 
the Bay Area Reporter on Tuesday, June 3 
that neither she nor the award selection 
committee was aware of the controversy 
surrounding Cheu’s tenure at the center 
until this week. Cheu took the reins as exec¬ 
utive director in May 2002 and resigned - 
after only seven months - in January; his last 
day of work was April 25. 

Evans said that in the selection process, 
they consider length of service and type of 
service and try to get a diverse group, with a 
mix of men and women.

Pride adds partnerships

, ublic input has influenced 
, the tone and structure of this 
year’s San Francisco LGBT 
Pride Parade and Celebration on 
June 28 and 29, as the Pride Com¬ 
mittee announced this week the 
addition of two new community 
partnerships that will make their 
presence known at the event. 

In collaboration with the Deaf 
Gay and Lesbian Center, Pride will 
offer greater access to deaf and 
hard of hearing spectators. 

For the first time ever, there will 
be a safe space, without visual bar¬ 
riers, for uninterrupted conversa¬ 
tions in American Sign Language. 
Additionally, extra ASL inter¬ 
preters will be available at various 
Pride stages and villages, at the 
bleachers along the parade route, 
and at the Pride information cen¬ 
ter. And many organizations work¬ 
ing the beverage concession stands 
will receive training on how to ef¬ 
fectively communicate with deaf 
and hard of hearing patrons. 

“We’re thrilled to be working 
so closely with the Pride Commit¬ 
tee this year, and it has really paid 
off,” said a statement from Tom 
Higgins, outreach specialist at the 
DGLC. “Not only will our com¬ 
munity enjoy greater access than 
ever at Pride 2003, but I think 
we’ve also developed a model 
partnership that other cities can 
benefit from in the future.” 

Also responding to the outcry 
for a more politicized event, Pride 
has entered into an unprecedent¬ 
ed agreement with Equality Cali¬ 
fornia (formerly CAPE) to ensure 
that the community has opportu¬ 
nities to learn about pending 
LGBT legislation affecting domes¬ 
tic partnership rights and dis¬ 
crimination protections. 

Specifically, Pride will be push¬ 
ing AB205 - Assemblywoman 
Jackie Goldberg’s (D-Los Angeles) 
expanded domestic partnership 
bill - by publicizing a postcard 
campaign to persuade Governor 


Gray Davis to support the bill; 
pitching the story to news outlets 
as the political angle of this year’s 
Pride; linking its Web site to 
EQCA and AB205 information; 
and hosting a centrally-located 
booth during Pride with informa¬ 
tion and tools for advocacy. Addi¬ 
tionally, a 25-year look at LGBT 
civil rights is planned at a rally be¬ 
fore the annual raising of the rain¬ 
bow flag on the steps of City Hall. 

Already, noted Executive Direc¬ 
tor Teddy Witherington, Pride has 
taken a number of political stands 
this year, including participating in 
the Martin Luther King Day 
march; endorsing an antiwar posi¬ 
tion against the conflict in Iraq; 
scheduling the annual Communi¬ 
ty United Against Violence “Stand 
Against Hate” rally for Saturday’s 
main stage; and hosting Board of 
Equalization Chairwoman Carole 
Migden’s annual mass domestic

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been discussion about removing 
the word.

This week conservative groups 
used Jackson’s comments to attack 
another Democratic Assembly¬ 
woman, Rebecca Cohn, from 
Saratoga. The full-page ads placed 
Monday in the Santa Maria Times 
and San Louis Obispo Tribune quot¬ 
ed Jackson’s opposition to the bill 
and asked readers to call Cohn and 
press her not to vote for the bill. 

After being flooded with calls 
and e-mails, Cohn, who like Jackson 
is aiming to run for state Senate, has 
said she will support the bill. 

Due to Jackson’s concerns, an 
amendment is expected to be at¬ 
tached to the bill which would 
clarify the legislation will not 
grant marriage to gay and lesbian 
couples but only confer to domes¬ 
tic partners the same rights 
straight couples who wed receive. 

The legislation was expected to 
be passed by the Assembly today. 
Friday is the deadline for bills in 
the Assembly to be sent to the 
Senate for approval before being 
sent to the governor’s desk. 

“We are cautiously optimistic - 
with or without Hannah-Beth Jack- 
son - we will have the votes,” said 
Geoffrey Kors, executive director of 
Equality California, a statewide gay 
rights lobbying group that is co¬ 
sponsoring the legislation. 

The drama surrounding the 
fight over the domestic partner 
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Savage and KSFO part ways

or the first time in more than 
<. eight years, the Bay Area is 
Savageless. 

In an apparent contract dis¬ 
pute, conservative talk show host 
Michael Savage’s top rated radio 
program on KSFO was yanked off 
the air this week and replaced with 
Sean Hannity, another nationally 
syndicated right-wing host. Han¬ 
nity is based out of New York. Sav¬ 
age broadcasts from San Francis¬ 
co, where his program began. 

A spokesman for KSFO radio 
told the Bay Area Reporter that Sav¬ 
age elected not to renew his con¬ 
tract with the station which is 
owned by media giant ABC/Disney. 

“We wish him the best,” said 
Greg Raab, who added that KSFO 
has a contract with Savage until 
the end of this month, prohibiting 
his program from being picked up 
by another Bay Area station until 
July 1. Raab said he couldn’t com¬ 
ment on why the station couldn’t 
reach an agreement. 

Savage’s show regularly topped 
the ratings in the Bay Area in the 
critical 4-7 p.m. drive-time slot. 
Raab said Savage aired on KSFO 
for over eight years. For the past 
three years, the program has been 
nationally syndicated through the 


Oregon-based Talk Radio Net¬ 
work. Savage’s national radio 
show and his Saturday MSNBC 
television talk show have been un¬ 
affected by the KSFO dispute. 

On Monday, June 2, Savage an¬ 
nounced on his radio show that 
because of “technical difficulties” 
his program could be heard in the 
Bay Area only on KSTE 650 AM, a 
Sacramento-based station whose 
signal is barely receivable in the 
Bay Area. 

“This too should pass,” Savage 
told his listeners. “Ultimately, at 
the end of the day, there is free¬ 
dom of speech. We’ll fix all those 
technical difficulties. We’ll find 
out which engineers are screwing 
up and all will be right with the 
world.” 

Savage’s last KSFO program 
was on Friday, May 30. 

Savage continues to be under 
fire from the Gay and Lesbian Al¬ 
liance Against Defamation for his 
comments on gay and transgender 
issues. 

In an exclusive LGBT press in¬ 
terview in March, Savage told the 
B.A.R. that he’s not antigay but is 
opposed to the militancy within 
the gay community and within all 
groups. 

“I am a sexual libertarian,” he 
said. “I don’t care what people do 
to stimulate their orifices.” ▼ 


Davis refutes assertion 
he will veto DP bill

ith the state Assembly set 
to vote this week on a 
> historic bill that would 
elevate domestic partnerships to 
equal status with marriages, gay 
rights activists were fuming about 
a story over the weekend in a 
Southern California newspaper. 

The article in the Saturday, May 
31 edition of the Santa Barbara 
News Press quoted Assemblywoman 
Hannah-Beth Jackson (D-Santa 
Barbara) as saying that Governor 
Gray Davis intends to veto the do¬ 
mestic partner legislation, AB205. 

“I’d rather see us proceed with 
a bill that the governor will sign, 
rather than walk away empty- 
handed,” Jackson said, noting that 
the governor has already said he 
will veto the legislation, according 
to the article. 

That shocked gay rights ac¬ 
tivists who have been given no 
such indication that Davis will 
veto the bill. While aides to Davis 
have indicated the governor is 
concerned about several provi¬ 
sions of the bill, they have stated 
he intends to sign a DP bill that 
expands the rights of gay and les¬ 
bian couples this year. 

According to gubernatorial 
spokesman Russ Lopez, the gover¬ 
nor has never said he will veto the 
legislation. 

“The governor hasn’t taken a 
position on AB205. In fact our of¬ 
fice is working with [Assembly¬ 
woman Jackie] Goldberg,” said 
Lopez, who is gay. “I don’t have 
any details but I know we are in 
discussion.” 

Goldberg (D-Los Angeles), the 
lead author of the bill, told the Bay 
Area Reporter that she checked with 
the governor’s staff after seeing the 
article and said there is no truth to 
the notion he will veto the bill. 

“He has not made any threats of 
any type to veto the bill,” she said. 


And while she would not go 
into detail about her conversa¬ 
tions with the governor’s staff, she 
did say there has been no move¬ 
ment to water down the bill. 

“They have not weakened the 
bill at all and have not asked to 
weaken the bill at all,” she said. 
“They have raised quite a number 
of questions such as how will this 
work and what does that mean 
and in the process have made the 
bill a better bill in my opinion.” 

Jackson was unavailable for 
comment this week. But her chief 
of staff Janice Rocco, when asked 
if the News'Press story was accu¬ 
rate said, “No.” Rocco said Jackson 
was never told by Davis that he 
would veto the bill but based her 
statements on her experience of 
working with the governor over 
the last four and a half years. 

“I suspect what she said, given 
what she actually knows, is it is 
her belief if the bill stays in the 
same form then the governor is 
likely to veto it,” said Rocco. 

According to Rocco and press 
accounts, Jackson is unwilling to 
support the legislation because it 
uses the word marriage in the bill. 
In her interview with the News 
Press, Jackson explained her reser¬ 
vations stemmed from voter ap¬ 
proval of Proposition 22 in 2000, 
which defined marriage as solely 
between a man and a woman. 

“The voters of California have - 
indicated they are not in favor of 
same-gender marriage,” Jackson 
told the paper. “When you see the 
backlash, you have to be strategic. 
AB205 attempts to take all the 
rights that California offers to 
married couples and puts them all 
into one bill, and I think that is a 
counterproductive strategy.” 

Rocco told that B.A.R. that 
Jackson “strongly supports ex¬ 
panding rights to domestic part¬ 
ners but did not believe use of the 
word marriage [in the bill] would 
make that goal a reality. There has 
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Singer, AIDS fundraiser 
Jo-Carol Davidson dies

o-Carol Davidson, a cele¬ 
brated recording artist, 
songwriter, musician, and 
AIDS fundraiser, died Wednesday, 
June 4 at California Pacific Med¬ 
ical Center in San Francisco. She 
was 47. 

The cause of death was a cere¬ 
bral aneurysm. According to 
friends, Ms. Davidson collapsed 
on Sunday evening, June 1, on her 
way to sing in the San Francisco 
Cabaret Competition at Foley’s 
Irish House. She had just left her 
hairdresser and was on her way to 
the gig when she collapsed in the 
street. Her friends and family re¬ 
alized something was terribly 
wrong when she didn’t arrive at 
Foley’s - she was never late to a 
performance. 

Primarily known for her rock 
and roll and disco singing, Ms. 
Davidson, who was professionally 
known as Jo-Carol, was interested 
in branching out into cabaret per¬ 
forming. She had already won the 
first round of the annual competi¬ 
tion and was hoping to make it to 
the finals after Sunday night. 

An excellent communicator 
and writer, Jo-Carol worked as a 
public relations director for San 
Francisco animation studio, Wild 
Brain Inc., for the past three years. 
Previously, she was public rela¬ 
tions director for Colossal Pic¬ 
tures, another San Francisco-

based animation house. 

But it was Jo-Carol’s many per¬ 
formances at benefits for AIDS 
charities that made her much loved 
by members of San Francisco’s gay 
community. Longtime AIDS ac¬ 
tivist Gary Virginia, who helped 
produce the Carols Across America 
benefit CD, said that Jo-Carol gen¬ 
erously donated her talent as a fea¬ 
tured vocalist on two tracks, and 
backup vocals on other tracks, for 
the CD, which raised $10,000 for 
the AIDS Emergency Fund and 
Positive Resource Center last year. 
She also had served as a co-chair of 
AEF’s board of directors. 

“She was very easy to work with,” 
Virginia, a longtime friend, told the 


Bay Area Reporter. “It’s such a loss 
for our community. It was very 
much like her to pop intd Daddy’s 
or the Edge and do a number.” 

Most recently, Jo-Carol 
stopped by the Edge to support 
the “Pride Idol” contest and 
fundraiser for the Breast Cancer 
Emergency Fund and Positive Re¬ 
source Center. 

“She excitedly ran over to the 
sound booth at the Edge when we 
played her new Madonna 
megamix medley and sTie ex¬ 
claimed, ‘Oh my God, I’ve never 
heard this song in a club before!’ 
With little encouragement, she 
took the microphone to sing along 
in her impeccable, improvisation- 
al style to bring the house to roar¬ 
ing applause,” Virginia stated. 

Jo-Carol was a founding artist, 
with Patrick Cowley, of his Mega¬ 
tone label, and she toured with 
Sylvester. She released hits as a 
solo artist (“Born to be Wild,” 
“House on Fire”), as part of a duo 
with JoLo (“Last Call”), and as 
part of the group Modern Rock¬ 
etry (“Cuba Libre”). She head¬ 
lined acclaimed clubs and venues 
throughout the world, including 
the prestigious Hollywood Bowl, 
Atlanta’s Civic Center, and Man¬ 
hattan’s The Saint and Studio 54. 

As a studio vocalist, Jo-Carol 
has recorded with such varied 
artists as Narada Michael Walden, 
The Doobie Brothers, Crystal

vocalists Drew Steffan, 
the Empress Snatch & 
a special performance by 
the Lesbian Gay Chorus 
of San Francisco

Staph scare 
among gay 
men subsides

our months after health offi¬ 
cials began publicly dis¬ 
cussing an outbreak of drug- 
resistant staph among gay men, 
the infections, as well as alarm 
within the community, seem to 
have subsided. 

“We are back to baseline num¬ 
bers. It is still happening but we 
are not having the explosion of 
cases that we had before,” Dr. 
Mitch Katz, the city’s health direc¬ 
tor, told the Bay Area Reporter this 
week. 

Most recently, there was an 
outbreak of the methicillin-resis- 
tant Staphylococcus aureus 
(MRSA) at San Francisco General 
Hospital. But more alarming to 
doctors is that the latest strains of 
staph appear to be even more 
powerful than the ones first de¬ 
tected. 

“One thing that is concerning 
is it appears to be taking up resis¬ 
tance to more drugs. In San Fran¬ 
cisco the MRSA had been re¬ 
sponding and was sensitive to a lot 
of other antibiotics,” said Dr. 
Edwin Charlebois, an infectious 
disease epidemiologist with the 
University of California at San 
Francisco who has studied MRSA 
since 1999. “We have noticed re¬ 
cently it has been acquiring resis¬ 
tance to more antibiotics such as 
cyprofloxacin, the drug used for 


anthrax. In those few strains we 
have seen recently, it would not be 
a good drug to use.” 

Since last summer reports of 
MRSA infections among gay men 
have surfaced in Los Angeles and 
San Francisco. In late January and 
early February the story broke in 
the press and soon cases of the 
powerful strain of staph had 
sprung up across the country. 

The news caused some to panic 
and others to fear a new disease 
along the lines of AIDS had begun 
to spread throughout the gay 
community. To counter misinfor¬ 
mation about the staph skin infec¬ 
tions, health officials held a com¬ 
munity forum to better inform 
the public of how to avoid, as well 
as treat, the potentially deadly 
staph. 

“Part of it Was the unknown 
quality to it made people panic and 
be really concerned about it,” said 
Shana Krochmal, spokeswoman 
for .the Stop AIDS Project, which 
helped host the forum. “There was 
pretty strong community response 
and a lot of information about how 
staph was transmitted was quickly 
disseminated throughout the com¬ 
munity.” 

Since then the war in Iraq and 
the outbreak of SARS, or severe 
acute respiratory syndrome, have 
garnered the nation’s attention 
and pushed aside the staph out¬ 
breaks from the forefront of con-

Napa celebrates 
inaugural Pride Sat.

I apa will don rainbow col¬ 
ors this weekend as the 
local LGBT community 
hosts its first Pride celebration. 

Sponsored by the North Bay 
Unity League, the first-ever Napa 
Valley Pride weekend aims to cel¬ 
ebrate the diversity of the Napa 
Valley and the accomplishments 
and contributions of its LGBT cit¬ 
izens. 

The Pride celebration culmi¬ 
nates a yearlong effort to boost 
awareness of gay issues and the 
LGBT community in the Napa 
Valley. Last June, local organizers 
fought a rancorous fight to have 
Napa’s mayor sign a gay Pride 
proclamation. 

In the end, the mayor signed 
the decree and publicity sur¬ 
rounding the battle helped to 
boost the fledgling gay group’s | 


profile in the local area. With the 
backing of the Unity League, for¬ 
mer San Francisco resident Chris 
Edwards became the first openly 
gay man to rvfn for city council 
last winter. 

Although Edwards lost the 
race, he did place fourth in a 
seven-way contest. And his candi¬ 
dacy helped propel Napa’s gay 
community into the limelight. 

Now it is time to celebrate. 

The Pride party kicks off with 
a “Diversity Dance” on Saturday, 
June 7 at the Napa Valley Opera 
House’s Cafe Theatre. DJ Rotten 
Robbie will spin tunes from 8 p.m. 
until 1 a.m. The dance is for those 
21 and over, with a $25 cover 
charge, a no-host beer and wine 
bar, raffle, and other activities. 

Then on Sunday, June 8, the 
Unity League is hosting a family 
picnic from 11 a.m. until 4 p.m. at 
the Redwood Pavilion at Kennedy 
Park. The picnic is free and open 


to LGBTs, their families, friends, 
and allies. Activities will include 
games, face painting, music, soft- 
ball and volleyball, and partici¬ 
pants should supply their own 
food.

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Apathy reigns? 


A ny day now, the U.S. Supreme Court 
will issue a ruling on what is ar¬ 
guably the most important gay 
rights case in a generation: Lawrence v. 
Texas. The ruling could be a huge victory 
for the community, if the court strikes 
down the Texas law prohibiting consensu¬ 
al sex between same-sex couples; or it 
could be a grave defeat, if the court up¬ 
holds the homophobic law. Our question 
to the LGBT community is: what will hap¬ 
pen when the decision is announced? Will 
there be demonstrations at 18th and Cas¬ 
tro, either celebrating or condemning the 
ruling, or will-there be general apathy? 

We ask this because, lately, it seems as 
though the community has lost some of its 
fire, particularly regarding LGBT-specific 
matters. Many community members have 
participated in antiwar protests over the 
last several months; and, conversely, after 
the war in Iraq started, some community 
members actively supported the president’s 
prosecution of the war. 

But what about matters affecting the 
community? There are several that deserve 
attention: 

1. The rampant use of crystal metham- 
phetamine among gay men severely threat¬ 
ens the health and well-being of our com¬ 
munity. Much has been written about the 
problem - in this publication and others - 
and a Board of Supervisors committee 
even had a hearing, all in the hopes of get¬ 
ting the community fired up enough to ad¬ 
dress the problem. Not only is speed a 
highly addictive drug that can lead a user 
to lose his/her job, home, and personal 
friendships, but use of the drug also can 
lead to a reduction in safe sex practices, 
which in turn can lead to increased HIV 
and sexually transmitted disease infection. 
Yet, despite all the recent publicity, there 
doesn’t seem to be an outcry from gay men 
about the significant problems crystal 
meth poses for them and for the commu¬ 
nity at large. In the midst of budget cuts, 
concerned residents should be lobbying of¬ 
ficials about the vital need for increased 
funding for substance abuse programs, so 
that those who want to break the cycle of 
addiction can get the help they need. 

2. The LGBT Community Center was 
billed as a place for everyone. Now, as it 
struggles to emerge from very real finan¬ 
cial problems, community members (with 
the exception of some who have written 
letters stating that they made donations) 
have generally reacted with a collective 
yawn. When Positive Resource Center 
faced its major fiscal troubles, the commu¬ 
nity rallied to its support, hosting benefits, 


and raising awareness as well as money. 
That support played a big role in the orga¬ 
nization’s ability to raise money and keep 
its doors open. In the case of the commu¬ 
nity center, its board has been silent in 
public. The two co-chairs speaking for the 
center have not answered all of our ques¬ 
tions, which we ask in an attempt to hold 
the center accountable to the thou¬ 
sands of community members 
who donated millions of dollars 
to construct the building, as well , 
as to provide the community 
with information. A new execu¬ 
tive director is slated to begin work 
later this month, and we hope one of 
the first things he does is gather infor¬ 
mation on the problems to 
discuss them with the com¬ 
munity in a straightforward 
manner. 

3. The Texas case. Robin Tyler and Andy 
Thayer, two of the people behind the stop- 
drlaura.com effort a couple of years ago, 
have announced that they are helping 
LGBT communities in various cities orga¬ 
nize events for when the Supreme Court is¬ 
sues its ruling. Already, actions are planned 
in West Hollywood, Washington, D.C., and 
Chicago. San Francisco should be added to 
that list. Members of the city’s two gay po¬ 
litical clubs or others who are interested 
(perhaps those in the legal and civil rights 
communities) should start planning for at 
least a simple demonstration to be held the 


day of the decision. Interested people can 
e-mail CABNstopthehate@aol.com or 
RobinTyler@aol.com. 

4. Senator Rick Santorum’s homopho¬ 
bic comments. Board of Equalization 
Chairwoman Carole Migden said recently 
that she believes the community dropped' 
the ball after the Pennsylvania Republican 
equated homosexuality with bigamy, 
polygamy, and incest. Speaking at the 
annual Milk Club dinner, Migden 
said, “I’m still mad about Rick San- 
torum and feel we’ve let it drop. Why 
was it only gay groups that were 
upset?” She called on the community 
to develop minimum standards for 
politicians and to hold them to 
those standards. “Let’s not 
allow ourselves to lose like we 
did with ENDA [Employment 
Non-Discrimination Act] the 
last time,” she said. 

We realize that one of the greatest neg¬ 
ative impacts of the AIDS epidemic is that 
it virtually wiped out a generation of gay 
leaders. Those men, who died too young, 
would have been mentors and activists for 
this generation. 

But new activists have emerged, and 
queer youth have programs today to help 
empower them. 

It is time for the community to shed 
this complacency. Only by speaking out 
and demanding action can change begin to 
occur. ▼

Disband America’s sex police?

| am under no illusion that Senator Rick 

Santorum isn’t antigay to the hilt. Simi- 
1 lar to some religious groups his position 
seems to be that it is okay to be gay as long 
as one doesn’t do anything gay - a ridicu¬ 
lous cover for bigotry, something like saying 
you can be tall as long as you don’t do any¬ 
thing tall. When will bigots learn that being 
LGBTQ is about identity/personhood and 
not just about incidental behavior? 

But I am also aware that when it comes 
to laws (and the Constitution) very careful 
distinctions are necessary. The comparison 
between incest, bigamy, polygamy, adultery, 
and homosexuality did raise one legitimate 
point: Should any of these things be crimes? 

Utah had to outlaw polygamy (still com¬ 
mon in many cultures) in order to achieve 
statehood. Might it not make more sense for 
us to see the people involved in some of 
these kinds of activities as sexual minorities? 
We might discourage some of their activi¬ 
ties in a variety of ways, especially when 
things like deceit, exploitation, abuse, and 
manipulation are involved. But does it real¬ 
ly do any good to criminalize such behav¬ 
ior? 

I remember an ethics course in which the 
professor opined that bestiality might be 


disgusting, silly, or risky, but he questioned 
whether it was wise to treat it as either ille¬ 
gal or even as immoral. As the United States 
tries to discourage theocracies and other 
kinds of dictatorial regimes that often crim¬ 
inalize many things which are usually bet¬ 
ter treated as social issues or problems, 
we need to dampen down our own 
tendency toward theocratic crimi¬ 
nalization. 

Need I add that I am not in any 
way equating homosexuality with 
bestiality? I have written a book 
that emphasizes how we must re¬ 
sist simplistically lumping 
different forms of sexual¬ 
ity together. All I am say¬ 
ing is that we do need to 
compare and question the way in which var¬ 
ious forms of unconventional sexuality are 
treated by the law - including unconven¬ 
tional aspects of heterosexuality! Of course, 
it pains us to see ourselves prejudicially 
compared with Santorum’s list or with bes¬ 
tiality, necrophilia, and pedophilia. Howev¬ 
er, we have to bite the bullet and seize any 
opportunity to highlight the distinction be¬ 
tween various forms of unconventional be¬ 
havior. Who would want to admit that they 
don’t know how to distinguish between 
people who are merely different and folks 
whose unconventionality involves truly of¬ 


fensive, disturbed, or sometimes (as in cases 
of pedophilia) truly criminal behavior. 
(While cats and dogs are both pets, we im¬ 
mediately teach young children that they are 
not the same animal.) 

As we expand the LGBTQ acronym we 
often debate among ourselves whether we 
defeat our own cause by demanding too 
much all at once or by appearing to encour¬ 
age “far out” behavior. Should we 
liberate people one group at a 
* time - gradually? Perhaps. But 

since “an injustice to one is an 
injustice to all” is it not also pos¬ 
sible that declaring com¬ 
mon cause with other un¬ 
conventional sexual mi¬ 
norities - at least on the 
issue of criminalization - will strengthen 
rather than weaken our movement? 

I have put forward these thoughts pri¬ 
marily as questions rather than assertions 
because positive dialogue is more likely to 
occur when we wonder and ponder rather 
than insist. ▼

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Davis’s ‘unparalleled’ gay record 

While the Bay Area Reporter (May 8 editorial, 
“Davis’s murky gay record”) is entitled to disagree 
with Governor Gray Davis’s parole decisions, it is out¬ 
rageous of the paper to suggest that those decisions 
reflect a bias against gays, or to insinuate that the gov¬ 
ernor has been anything but staunch in his support 
of gay rights. 

The governor’s gay rights record is virtually un¬ 
paralleled. Governor Davis has established the na¬ 
tion’s first domestic partners registration program. He 
ended the statewide ban on adoption by unmarried 
couples. He extended health benefits to domestic 
partners of state employees. Under this legislation reg¬ 
istered domestic partners in California are able to 
make medical decisions for a partner. They may use 
sick leave to care for a partner, require HMOs to offer 
coverage to a partner, adopt, using the step-parent 
adoption process, and recover damages for the wrong¬ 
ful death of a partner. 

He signed into law AB1001, the Fair Employment 
and Housing Act section that prohibits discrimina¬ 
tion in employment and housing on the basis of sex¬ 
ual orientation, ending a 20-year battle. He ended the 
court-sanctioned practice of discrimination against 
gays and lesbians during jury selection. He signed leg¬ 
islation to protect schoolchildren from discrimina¬ 
tion. 

The governor has made the nation’s 
toughest hate crime laws - including 
crimes based on sexual orientation - even 
tougher by making hate-motivated mur¬ 
der punishable by the maximum penalties 
available under the law - life imprison¬ 
ment and the death penalty. 

He strongly opposed Proposition 22, 
the so-called Knight initiative, which 
would have held that “...only marriage between a man 
and a woman is valid....” No other sitting governor in 
California took steps even a fraction as bold to protect 
and extend the rights of gays and lesbians. That record 
speaks for itself. 

As to parole, Governor Davis rightly imposes a 
high standard in determining whether those convict¬ 
ed of murder are to be paroled back into society. The 
governor closely examines each case individually and 
gives the appropriate weight to all factors relating to 
each potential parolee. The governor considers all 
positive and negative factors when considering the re¬ 
lease of an inmate. The prime concern is over whether 
the prisoner’s release could create more victims.

Need for meth Web site 

Thank you so much for your recent article on 
tweaker.org [“Web site provides resources for crystal 
users,” May 22}. As most know, crystal meth is wide¬ 
spread in our community. However, its impact on our 
lives is not often discussed, even among friends. 
Tweaker.org is the Stonewall Project’s attempt to both 
promote discussion of our speed use and increase 
knowledge about this drug. Too many of us do crys¬ 
tal without any idea of what the drug actually is, what 
it does to us, or what the consequences could be for 
our mind, body, and spirit. 

We recognize that many gay and bi men use crys¬ 
tal and do not see it as a problem. Yet they may need 
information in order to minimize the harms that 
meth can cause. At the same time, we all know that 
many have gone off the deep end with speed and need 
help. We also provide this on the Web site. For any¬ 
one who is thinking of trying crystal, anyone who uses 
it, and anyone who feels that the party is far past being 
fun, please check out our site - www.tweaker.org. 

There are, however, a few corrections that need to 
be made. First, it’s important to acknowledge the great 
work of the Stop AIDS Project who originally created 
the tweaker.org Web site as part of its fabulous Crissy 
campaign back in 1997. The Stop AIDS Project gen¬ 
erously gave Stonewall permission to revive the site 
after it had gone dormant at the end of the Crissy 
campaign. Second, the Stonewall Project works specif¬ 
ically with gay and bi men who use crystal. While we 
recognize many gay men and bi men have problems 
with alcohol and drugs other than meth, we specifi¬ 
cally focus on crystal use because it is so heavily im¬ 
plicated in the rise in HIV infection rates. And third, 
Stonewall’s funding for tweaker.org comes not from 
Ryan White CARE funds, but from the prevention 
branch of the SFDPH AIDS Office precisely because 
the use of meth is such a big issue in preventing fur¬ 
ther HIV infections in our community. 

Again, thank you for your coverage of this issue 
which is so important for our community.

Meth requires hard-hitting approach 

I read your front page report in your recent issue 
on the crystal meth harm reduction Web site tweak- 
er.org with great interest. I am currently visiting San 
Francisco for several weeks from the United Kingdom 
where, last November, I launched lifeormeth.com, 
which takes a rather more hard-hitting approach to 
raising awareness of the dangers of crystal meth. 

Where sites like tweaker.org, as you describe, take 
a “tongue-in-cheek,” partly comical approach to the 
subject matter, lifeormeth.com does not shirk from 
describing the true horror of the blight of crystal 
meth on our international community. 

I have just arrived from Sydney, Australia, where 
the problem is now reaching epidemic proportions, 
particularly in the wake of last November’s Gay 
Games, which saw a vast influx of meth into the city. 

In contrast to the letters tweaker.org has been re¬ 
ceiving with regard to its approach, which you high¬ 
light, lifeormeth.com has yet to receive one in con¬ 
demnation of our approach. It has been described as 
“scare-mongering” by some, including one leading 
U.K. magazine, but it is an honest approach that is 
working. 

Lifeormeth.com’s online surveys show that around 
70 percent of visitors are meth users, of whom around 

a third are empowered by the site to stop using 
outright, while a further third are inspired 
to want to stop. Now, that is a result. 

A harm reduction approach is fine in 
many respects, but in the case of crystal 
meth it is vital that the truth and the 
severity of the message - however con¬ 
troversial it may appear to some - is 
heard. Crystal meth is the new gay 
plague, and no amount of denial of that 
fact can hide the physiological and psy¬ 
chological devastation and death it is causing in our 
metropolitan communities all over the world.

ly gay. Susan Leal is an out lesbian. Angela Alioto is a 
heterosexual woman with a long history of support¬ 
ing our community. Gavin Newsom is a straight man 
with an impeccable record on our issues. That means 
that regardless of who wins, we won’t be harmed. 

It is, therefore, troubling when supporters of one 
candidate demonize another in letters to the Bay Area 
Reporter or on street corners while handing out cam¬ 
paign literature. Partisans of Leal and Ammiano can 
and should articulate the reasons they believe their 
candidate is best qualified to be mayor. They need not 
make their case, however, by attacking our commu¬ 
nity’s longtime allies. As a member of the Board of 
Supervisors, Alioto supported domestic partner ben¬ 
efits for city employees. Similarly, Supervisor Newsom 
endorsed expanding those benefits to companies 
doing business with the city and voted for health and 
medical benefits for transgender public employees. He 
has campaigned for openly gay candidates like Dis¬ 
trict 8 Supervisor Bevan Dufty and Assemblyman 
Mark Leno. 

This unfortunate demonizing of our friends began 
during the 1999 mayoral race, when some members 
of our community felt compelled to personally attack 
Willie Brown. It is important to note that Ammiano 
did not do so. He, like many of us, is well aware that 
Brown was among the earliest and most effective sup¬ 
porters of lesbian and gay rights. Public officials like 
him, the late state Senator Milton Marks, U.S. Senator 
Dianne Feinstein, and former Mayor Art Agnos were 
our allies when being so was unpopular and politi¬ 
cally risky, even in San Francisco. 

Given the prejudice we have faced, our communi¬ 
ty should rejoice in a campaign where sexual orienta¬ 
tion is not a factor and we should not make it one. 
Neither should socioeconomic class be of concern, 
since our members cross class lines. Ammiano comes 
from a working class New Jersey family. Leal is a first 
generation American Latina. Alioto is the daughter of 
a former San Francisco mayor and a member of a 
prominent local family. Newsom is a fifth generation 
San Franciscan and son of highly regarded judge. 
Members of our community can identify with any of 
these backgrounds. But it is what Alioto, Newsom, 
Leal, and Ammiano have done as adults that should 
earn our admiration. All four are committed public 
servants who have served our city and our communi¬ 
ty well for many years. 

Each of us should decide which candidate merits 
our support and vote accordingly. Our decision 
should be based on each candidate’s track record and 
positions on issues like the economy, homelessness, 
housing, and general quality of life for our residents 
and visitors. If our individual choice is Leal or Am¬ 
miano, terrific. If it is Alioto or Newsom, great. That’s 
what democracy is about - the freedom to chose. And 
qualified members of our community will play im¬ 
portant roles in any of these administrations. 

So let’s not malign longtime friends. Doing so 
makes us appear ungrateful and discourages new sup¬ 
porters from coming forward to help us advance our 
causes. Instead, let’s celebrate living in San Francisco 
and knowing that all the leading mayoral candidates 
have much that is positive to offer our community.

Stop the avoidance 

Paula Martinac’s commentary “Gays behaving 
badly” [Lesbian Notions, May 22] cuts to the heart of 
inquiries that we in the LGBT community should be 
making these days. Ms. Martinac illustrates our ten¬ 
dency to “stick our heads in the sand” when bad be¬ 
havior within our community comes to light. Does 
such avoidance really provide cover from our right- 
wing critics? Does it really advance the LGBT cause 
for equality? 

The fact is that many of us (especially in the Bay 
Area) live in a world where basic LGBT civil rights are 
widely regarded as justified. What is the best response 
to bad behavior among LGBT members in these rel¬ 
atively new conditions? We might come close to an 
answer by considering a case in which members of 
our community are both perpetrator and victim. The 
increase in same-sex harassment claims in the work 
place has been on the rise over the last few years. What 
will be our response to this phenomenon? 

The black community reluctantly faced the same 
question over a decade ago. At that time, Anita Hill 
testified about the abuse that she had suffered while 
employed under (the future) Supreme Court Justice 
Clarence Thomas. Many in the black establishment of 
the time remained silent or even joined with the white 
establishment in “circling the wagons” around 
Thomas. To this day, the reaction to Ms. Hill’s testi¬ 
mony is but a footnote on the career of the Supreme 
Court justice. At the same time, Ms. Hill lives in rela¬ 
tive obscurity with the lingering stigma of doubt 
about her honesty. 

Today, out lesbians and gays hold positions of au¬ 
thority in many large public and private institutions. 


As Ms. Martinac suggests, some are good, some are 
bad, and all are human. Surely the individuals that 
have brought the current same-sex harassment claims 
also fall into these categories. In the real world of real 
human beings, the stress of our private lives can find 
its way into any work place. Good and bad employees 
of any sexual orientation are coupled with stressed 
managers of any orientation and harassment hap¬ 
pens. 

The question is not whether same-sex harassment 
exists. It surely exists. But the question is whether, as 
witnesses of this harassment, we are obliged to be 
silent. Worse yet, are we expected to participate in ren¬ 
dering the accusers in same-sex harassment cases as 
liars in order to continue the advance of the powerful 
among us? These are questions that Ms. Martinac’s 
commentary would pose to those of us who partici¬ 
pate in the daily life of America‘s private and public 
organizations, to those of us that are in a position to 
speak up. 

Ten years ago Clarence Thomas took his seat as the 
only black Supreme Court justice in the land. We 
might only imagine the impact on the advance of 
black civil rights if Ms. Hill’s testimony had been 
taken seriously - if bad behavior had been noticed by 
the black establishment - and someone else had taken 
that seat. Let’s hope that the LGBT community can 
learn from this example.

The war in Iraq 
enriches Halliburton

addam Hussein is still on 
the loose, the “vast storage 
of weapons of mass destruc¬ 
tion” that George W. Bush used 
as the chief reason for attacking 
Iraq still haven’t been found (six 
weeks after Bush declared the war 
over), the nation of 20 million is 
heavily in ruins, some 150 Ameri¬ 
cans lost their lives in the war, and 
still others are losing their lives al¬ 
most daily by pro-Saddam loyal¬ 
ists as we continue to play police 
in a nation that’s own citizens 
don’t want us there. 

Iraq, crushed by allied bombs, 
is now in need of billions of dol¬ 
lars in reconstruction work as we 
try to bring some sense of nor¬ 
malcy in that country, and it 
shouldn’t be forgotten that the 
war itself was planned and exe¬ 
cuted because Bush & Company 
was sure that Hussein, with his 
weapons of mass destruction, 
presented “imminent danger” to 
America and her allies. That’s all 
history, however, and it is now 
time to start spending the billions 
needed to help put Iraq back to¬ 
gether. Enter Halliburton Com¬ 
pany, the Houston-based oil field 
services and construction firm 
that had Vice President Dick Ch¬ 
eney as its chief executive officer 
until it paid him off at a reported 
$20 million which freed him up 
to join the Bush presidential tick¬ 
et in 2000. 

It was announced last week 
that the Army has quietly given a 
Halliburton subsidiary more than 
$425 million in troop-support 
work, most of it related to the 
Iraq war, under a contract that 
Cheney’s former company won in 
2001, long after the former CEO 
became vice president of the 
United States. The new work is in 
addition to the $71 million that 
Halliburton’s subsidiary, Kellogg 
Brown & Root, has received from 
the U.S. Army Corps of Engineers 
in contract to repair and operate 
oil wells in Iraq, according to re¬ 
ports. 

Rather than put the Iraq post¬ 
war contracts up for bidding, the 
Bush administration has used the 
2001 Halliburton contract to 
place the various work orders 
needed in Iraq and the practice is 
prompting criticism from De¬ 
mocrats and others that Cheney’s 
former company is receiving fa¬ 
vored treatment. 

Halliburton spokeswoman 
Wendy Hall said last week that 
“any allegation that this contract 
is set up to encourage unwarrant¬ 
ed spending is unfounded and 
untrue; the vice president has 
nothing to do with the awarding 
of the contract, the bidding 
process or task orders.” Of course 
not, but, hell, we already knew 
that. 

Meanwhile, Halliburton last 
week agreed to pay $6 million to 
settle 20 shareholder lawsuits that 
accused it of using deceptive ac¬ 
counting practices while Cheney 
led the company. The lawsuits 
challenged the way that the com¬ 
pany counted revenue from cost 
overruns and change orders on 
long-term fixed-price construc¬ 
tion projects. Halliburton did not 
admit wrongdoing in the settle¬ 
ment. 

The recently announced settle¬ 
ment follows a December deal 
under which Halliburton agreed 


to pay about $4 billion in cash 
and stock to resolve 300,000 as¬ 
bestos claims and head off future 
cases. Last week’s announcement 
did not resolve all of Halliburton’s 
legal challenges, however. Judicial 
Watch, a government watchdog 
group, said its lawsuits against 
Cheney and the company was not 
affected. The group accuses the 
company of defrauding 
investors by changing ac¬ 
counting methods. Ch¬ 
eney was chief executive 
officer of Halliburton 
from 1995 until August 
2000. 

No one is Wash¬ 
ington doubts 
that Hallibur¬ 
ton will be get¬ 
ting plenty of 
contracts from the U.S. govern¬ 
ment in the future, and you gotta 
agree, this is a great country we 
live in.

Feinstein; “Don’t recall Gray 
Davis”: U.S. Senator Dianne Fe¬ 
instein (D-Califomia) is strongly 
urging Californians to reject a Re- 
publican-led drive to recall Gov¬ 
ernor Gray Davis (D), calling it 
“misguided” and a huge waste of 
California taxpayers’ money. “I 
believe a recall election can be ap¬ 
propriate when serious malfea¬ 
sance and corruption is found,” 
Feinstein wrote last week in an 
opinion piece distributed to 
newspapers throughout the state. 
“But I don’t believe it is right to 
overturn the results of an election 
simply because of political differ¬ 
ences.” Feinstein, who polls as the 
best-known and most popula'r 
politician in the state, asked vot¬ 
ers to say no if asked to sign the 
petitions being circulated by Re¬ 
publicans that could place the re¬ 
call on a ballot. A special election 
could cost taxpayers $25 to $35 
million at a time when state fi¬ 
nances are strapped. 

As to whether the popular sen¬ 
ator would rule herself out as a 
replacement if recall proponents 
manage to qualify for the ballot, 
Feinstein’s spokesman, Howard 
Gantman, brushed aside the 
question by saying, “Senator Fein¬ 
stein does not choose to even ad¬ 
dress hypotheticals.” 

My reply to the reader who 
wrote-dast week commenting on 
the “welcome and badly needed” 
Bush $350 billion tax cut - think 
about this: Warren Buffett, the 
second richest man in the world, 
calls the Bush tax cut “class war¬ 
fare” on behalf of the rich, and the 
guy sure as hell outta know. 

Ohio Congressman Dennis 
Kucinich, a 2004 Democratic 
presidential candidate, made 
plenty of new friends in the Bay 
Area last week by declaring that if 
he is ever elected president he 
would issue an executive order 
supporting the use of medical 
marijuana “as an act of compas¬ 
sion and expression of humanity.” 
Kucinich, a long shot at best for 
the Democratic nomination, is 
the only one of the nine Democ¬ 
ratic presidential candidates to 
come out in favor of legalizing 
marijuana for medical purposes. 
Such use is legal in California and 
eight other states, but federal law 
prohibits use of marijuana for any 
purpose (and would someone 
send this one to Dr. Howard 
Dean, please.) 

The city of Davis, California is 


now one of six cities in the state 
to formally ask Governor Davis 
and the Legislature to enact legis¬ 
lation allowing gay and lesbian 
couples to marry. In a move last 
week, the Davis City Council 
adopted a resolution asking the 
governor and lawmakers to re¬ 
move references to sex and gender 
as requirements for a civil 
marriage license. 

This is only a coin¬ 
cidence, I’m sure, but 
actor Richard 
Chamberlain, 69, 
best known for his 
1961-1966 hit TV se¬ 
ries Dr. Kildare, told an 
NBC Dateline 
audience Sun¬ 
day that he 
was finally 
coming out of the closet and ad¬ 
mitting his homosexuality be¬ 
cause “I’m not a romantic leading 
man anymore, so I don’t need to 
nurture that public image any 
longer.” The fact that Chamber¬ 
lain’s autobiography, Shattered 
Love , is currently being released, 
is, as I said, only a coincidence. 

City Hall wags think that Dis¬ 
trict 7 Supervisor Tony Hall 
would be well advised to forget 
his off-the-wall idea of running 
for mayor and concentrate on his 
re-election next year; former Su¬ 
pervisor Annemarie Conroy is 
being urged by many to take on 
“Landslide Tony” and what an 
improvement that would be. 

Congratulations to Morgan 
Gorrono, the newly-elected pres¬ 
ident of the San Francisco Civil 
Service Commission. 

S.F. Log Cabin Republicans tell 
me that San Diego’s popular Dis¬ 
trict Attorney Bonnie Dumanis, 
a lesbian Republican, will ride in 
San Francisco’s Pride Parade with 
her significant other as well as 
openly gay councilman Greg 
Gandrud from the city of Carpin- 
teria, and we’re happy to have 
them here. 

California Lieutenant Gover¬ 
nor Cruz Bustamante has en¬ 
dorsed U.S. Senator Joe Lieber- 
man (D-Connecticut) for presi¬ 
dent; California lieutenant gover¬ 
nors rarely have political coattails, 
but the Lieberman campaign can 
be expected to trumpet the Bus¬ 
tamante endorsement in a vote- 
rich state where Latinos make up 
a growing share of the electorate. 

The Alice B. Toklas LGBT De¬ 
mocratic Club is co-sponsoring 
the Democrat’s United for Victo¬ 
ry party on Saturday June 14, 
4:30-6:30 p.m. at the Plumbers 
Union Hall, 1621 Market Street, 
with Senator Barbara Boxer as 
the featured speaker (415-707- 
2010 for tix and info). 

And friends of Sheriff Mike 
Hennessey are holding a

Not choosing children

|P| ecently, I received 

l|df a direct-mail 

8 m brochure from a 
lesbian cruise company 
informing me that I had 
been randomly selected 
to win a “kids-under- 
10-go-free” vacation to 
Florida. This was the 
first parent-directed 
pitch I’d ever received 
from a lesbian-run 
business, and it seemed 
like an important sign 
of the times. 

Granted, it was just 
a sales piece from a 
company that seems to 
have correctly pin¬ 
pointed lesbian moms 
as a hot new market. 

They may have even 
gotten requests from 
dykes with tykes for such a vaca¬ 
tion package. But it made me won¬ 
der, too, if there’s been so much 
hype in recent years about our 
right to parent that it’s now as 
sumed most lesbians either 
have children or aspire to - 
even though many of us don’t. 

A colleague of mine has 
quipped that, when she was 
coming out in the 1970s, the 
best things about being a 
lesbian were that (1) 
you didn’t have to get 
married and (2) 

you didn’t _ 

have to have 
kids. Ironical¬ 
ly, 30 years 

later, marriage and parenting 
rights - which often go hand in 
hand - have become two of the top 
priorities of the LGBT movement. 

Of course, lesbians were moms 
long before the current baby 
boom, but our kids tended to be 
from past heterosexual relation¬ 
ships. What’s notable these days is 
that so many single and coupled 
lesbians are choosing to have chil¬ 
dren biologically or to adopt. Now 
there’s an array of films, self-help 
books, and memoirs about lesbian 
motherhood; the most visible les¬ 
bians on TV - Melanie and Lind¬ 
sey on Queer as Folk- have a baby; 
and Rosie O’Donnell framed her 
coming out last year in the context 
of being a mom. Adoption and 
foster parenting are open to us in 
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Lesbian Notions 


most places, and eight states per¬ 
mit second-parent adoption, too. 
And the easier it becomes for us to 
parent openly, the more we do so; 
according to data recently re¬ 
leased from the 2000 U.S. 
Census, about one-third of 
all female-partner house¬ 
holds are raising children. 

Truly, there’s a revolution 
in parenting going on, one 
that deserves the unquali¬ 
fied support our commu¬ 
nity has given it. Lesbian 
parents may, in fact, hold 
an important 
key to pro¬ 
gressive social 
reform. The 
mere visibility of out lesbian 
mothers helps create change in 
school districts and neighbor¬ 
hoods. Consider, too, a future gen¬ 
eration of people raised by lesbian 
mothers who taught them the 
value of difference. Some studies 
even suggest that children of les¬ 
bian moms may grow up with 
fewer gender-role hang-ups. 

But in our efforts to stand be¬ 
hind the many lesbian moms 
among us, I’m concerned that we 
may gradually begin to privilege 
one way of being a lesbian over 
another. Specifically, we may lose 
sight of the fact'that women - les¬ 
bian or straight - who choose not 
to have children are also revolu¬ 
tionaries. 

Societal pressure on women to 


have children is phenomenal, and 
to resist or reject motherhood in 
favor of another life course is a 
radical act. Girls still receive baby 
dolls before they can talk in com¬ 
plete sentences; as soon as they 
begin to walk, they get tiny 
strollers to push those dolls 
around in. Throughout my adult 
life, I’ve often been mistaken for 
straight and asked if I have chil¬ 
dren - and then been dismissed 
with confusion or embarrassment 
when I say no. Gynecologists have 
even told me patronizingly that I’d 
change my mind about not want¬ 
ing to bear a child. In general, 
there’s an assumption out there 
that women don’t choose to be 
childfree, and that not having kids 
is therefore a sad “condition.” 

Motherhood, years of tradition 
tell us, “fulfills” women, which is 
why so many of us aspire to it. It’s 
the ultimate grown-up act, the one 
that transforms self-centered people 
into responsible adults. In an eerie 
kind of way, some lesbian self¬ 
helpers seem to mimic this thinking. 
Becoming a mother “is overwhelm¬ 
ing, exhausting, terrifying, thrilling, 
and joyous,” gush therapists 
Suzanne Johnson and Elizabeth O’¬ 
Connor in their recent book, For 
Lesbian Parents. “It demands more 
energy and attention than you knew 
you had.” That’s undoubtedly true 
for many women; but you could 
very accurately say the same about 
writing a novel, building a house, 
creating a software program, or 
completing aPh.D. 

Given the current surge in les¬ 
bian parenting, the moms among 
us could one day be the majority 
in our community - maybe even 
in my lifetime, when I’m a child¬ 
less crone. If that happens, I hope 
our institutions and businesses re¬ 
member and respect that the fight 
for lesbian parenting rights was all 
about choice - including the 
choice to pursue paths other than 
motherhood. And maybe then the 
lesbian cruise line will offer me 
something I can actually use - a 
“nonmothers-go-free” vacation. ▼

while the recent election of liber¬ 
al council members and legisla¬ 
tors from Los Angeles indicate 


L.A. has become more leftward. 
Interesting. 

And finally, our own Assem¬ 
blyman Mark Leno (D-San Fran¬ 
cisco) continues to gain both 
clout and respect in Sacramento 
as a hard-working legislator and 
trusted Democratic Party loyalist. 
Leno, who chairs the Assembly’s 
Public Safety Committee, 
prompts the “Quote of the Week” 
from Assembly Speaker Herb 


Wesson (D-Los Angeles), who 
told a San Francisco crowd re¬ 
cently: “Mark Leno never ceases 
to amaze; I’ve elevated Mark to 
leadership within the Democratic 
caucus [and] he’s one of the few 
members that I sit down with 
every week and seek their advice. 
You can know this man works 
harder than the average assembly- 
member.”

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Was Alexander 
the Great gay?

June 323 B.C. (2326 years ago 
this month): Alexander the Great 
dies in Babylon. 

lexander the Great, who in 
the fourth century B.C. con- 
. quered most of the known 
wo'rld of his day, is regarded as one 
of the greatest military leaders of 
all time. Although he lived long be¬ 
fore the introduction of modern 
notions of gay or bisexual identity, 
Alexander’s nearly lifelong inti¬ 
mate relationship with his com¬ 
panion Hephaestion has made him 
a legend among LGBT people. 

Alexander was born in 356 B.C. 
in Macedonia, the son of King 
Philip II and Princess Olympias. 
With renowned philosopher Aristo¬ 
tle as their tutor, Alexander and his 
boyhood friend Hephaestion, one 
of the king’s pages, received a classi¬ 
cal education in science, literature, 
and the arts. They were particularly 
inspired by Homer’s Iliad and 
likened themselves to the mythical 
friends Achilles and Patroclus. 

In Alexander’s day, homoerot¬ 
ic relationships between adult 
men and male youths were widely 
accepted in Greece and Macedo¬ 
nia. But Alexander and Hephaes¬ 
tion, near equals in age, were un¬ 
usual in that they maintained 
their relationship throughout 
their adult lives. According to his¬ 
torian Jeanne Reames-Zimmer- 
man, their intense emotional 
affinity likely would have been 
more salient to them than any 
physical connection: Alexander

referred to Hephaestion not as a 
lover ( eromenos) but as “Alexan¬ 
der’s friend” ( philalexandros ). 

When Alexander was 20, his fa¬ 
ther was assassinated by Pausa- 
nias, a bodyguard who was also 
one of the king’s male lovers. 
Alexander ascended to the throne 
and began extending his domain. 
His most formidable enemy was 
King Darius of Persia. Though 
outnumbered, Alexander defeated 
Darius’s armies three times, final¬ 
ly vanquishing his rival and con¬ 
quering the Perisan capital. In just 
over 10 years he would expand his 
realm as far as Egypt, Central Asia, 
and Northern India. 

Alexander established his king¬ 
dom in Persia and adopted Eastern 
manners and dress. In this era, 
most Greek and Macedonian men 
who had male lovers also had wives 
and children, and Alexander was 
no exception. He, in fact, took two 
wives, the second of whom was 
Barsine, Darius’s daughter. Alexan¬ 
der also had one child, a son born 
after his death. Hephaestion - now 
serving as Alexander’s chiliarch, or 
second-in-command and personal 
adviser - married Barsine’s sister. 
As spoils of his conquest, Alexan¬ 
der also acquired Bagoas, Darius’s 
beautiful Persian eunuch dancing 
boy, with whom Alexander had a 
relationship typical of those of the 
men and boys of his day. 

Despite his successes, Alexan¬ 
der’s capriciousness and ego 
would prove his undoing. Al¬ 
though often described as loyal 
and generous, the king was also a 
heavy drinker and prone to out¬ 
bursts of temper, and he increas¬ 
ingly came to regard himself as a 
god. Having been told by a famed 
oracle in Egypt that he was the son 
of the sun god Amon-Ra, Alexan¬ 
der compared his accomplish¬ 
ments to those of Heracles and 
dressed in godlike accouterments 
(Amon-Ra’s horns, Hermes’s 
winged sandals), but his demand 
that his subjects prostrate them¬ 
selves before him garnered in¬ 
creasing resentment. 

In the fall of 324 B.C., Hep¬ 
haestion fell ill with a fever and 
died. His death left Alexander de¬ 
spondent. It is said that Alexander 
lay upon his friend’s body for a day 
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Bust of Alexander the Great 


and a night until he was dragged 
away; he then remained mute and 
fasted for another three days. Ac¬ 
cording to the ancient Greek his¬ 
torian Aelian, Alexander “shore off 
his own hair, as in Homeric grief, 
and behaved like the Achilles of 
Homer ... even in his clothing he 
departed from ordinary custom, 
and gave himself up to his mood, 
his love, and his tears.” 

Alexander reportedly said, “I 
would rather live a short life of glory 
than a long one of obscurity,” and 
such was to be his fate. The summer 
after Hephaestion’s death, Alexan¬ 
der himself became ill with a fever 
and died in Babylon in June 323 
B.C. While some early historians 
suspected that the king had been 
poisoned, most today believe he 
died of malaria, or perhaps typhoid 
fever. But it is not unlikely that - as 
with many long-term spouses - 
grief over his friend’s death speed¬ 
ed Alexander’s demise. ▼

n a stunning verdict Wednes¬ 
day, June 4, federal Judge 
1 Charles Breyer sentenced med¬ 
ical marijuana grower Ed Rosen¬ 
thal to one day in federal prison. 
With time served, Rosenthal will 
not have to spend any additional 
time in custody, but will remain 
on probation for three years. 

Rosenthal, a well-known au¬ 
thor and cannabis expert, was 
deputized by the city of Oakland 
to grow marijuana for local pa¬ 
tients under the auspices of 
Proposition 215, California’s 1996 
Compassionate Use Act. In late 
January, he was convicted on three 
federal cultivation counts stem¬ 
ming from a February 2002 arrest. 

In the days following the trial, 
a majority of jurors denounced 
the verdict, saying they had not 
been permitted to hear evidence 
about the medical aspects of the 
case or that Rosenthal believed he 
was acting legally in accordance 
with local ordinance and state law. 
On May 16, Breyer denied Rosen¬ 
thal’s motion for a new trial. 

Breyer’s announcement 
Wednesday morning elicited tears 
and cheers from the packed court¬ 
room and the large crowd of 
Rosenthal’s supporters waiting 
outside. Rosenthal, 58,-could have 
received as many as 85 years in 
federal prison, although the pros¬ 
ecutor had agreed to settle for 21 
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months, the amount recommend¬ 
ed by federal probation officials. 

“This verdict is incredible,” 
said former juror Pamela 
Klarkowski. “It puts my faith back 
in the justice system.” 

But while his supporters and 
attorneys were jubilant, Rosenthal 
himself expressed anger at the 
sentence and at the system that 
put him through the year-and-a- 
half ordeal. 

“While I’m happy I got just 
one day, it’s one day too many,” he 
said. 

Rosenthal went further, calling 
for the abolition of all laws against 
marijuana. “The federal govern¬ 
ment makes no distinction be¬ 
tween medical and recreational 
use. They’re right. All marijuana 
should be legal. There should be 
no time, no criminal penalties for 
marijuana at all.” 

Although Breyer took pains to 
make clear that his sentencing de¬ 
cision was specific to this case and 
did not imply that municipal au¬ 
thorities may authorize cannabis

cultivation, medical marijuana 
advocates nationwide are seekfng 
a precedent in Rosenthal’s case. 

“Judge Breyer spoke volumes 
about where this issue is headed,” 
said Robert Eye, one of Rosen¬ 
thal’s attorneys. 

“This is the beginning of the 
end of federal attacks on medical 
marijuana,” said Steph Sherer of 
Americans for Safe Access, an ad¬ 
vocacy group spearheading the 
fight for medical cannabis law re¬ 
form. • 

Despite his short sentence, 
Rosenthal still plans to appeal his 
conviction, stating, “Judge Breyer 
did me no favors. He made me a 
felon because he did not allow the 
jury to hear the whole story.” ▼ 


TARC wins $150K 
for expanded services

he Johnson 8c Johnson 
; Company recently flew rep- 
3 resentatives from the Ten¬ 
derloin AIDS Resource Center to 
Washington, D.C., where they 
were treated to dinner at the 
Smithsonian and presented with a 
Tiffany crystal statue. 

The occasion? TARC was one 
of just six awardees of a Johnson 
8c Johnson grant that recognizes 
organizations for their ongoing 
commitment to providing care to 
medically underserved persons. 

The $150,000 in grant money 
will be awarded in two lump sums 
(TARC has already received the 
first $75,000) and will be used to 
expand TARC’s mobile health ser¬ 
vices, particularly its weekend 
hours in order to give clients access 
to antiretroviral and psychotropic 
medications on a daily basis. 

TARC plans to hire a team com¬ 
prised of a nurse and a case manag¬ 
er to conduct outreach to clients 
needing weekend access to medica¬ 
tions, with the goal of lessening 


HIV/AIDS disease progression. 

“The money will allow us to 
reach one of our biggest goals. We 
know that for individuals who are 
homeless, their needs don’t stop on 
the weekend,” Tracy Brown, TARC’s 
executive director, told the Bay Area 
Reporter. “People on medications 
need daily observed therapy and ac¬ 
cess to their pills. A lot of psy¬ 
chotropic drugs, for instance, come 
in such a strength that you don’t 
want to hand somebody a week¬ 
end’s worth, which could be very 
dangerous. So this is way to stabi¬ 
lize people and hopefully give them 
the option to get off the street.” 

The Johnson 8c Johnson Com¬ 
munity Health Care Program is 
designed specifically to help com¬ 
munity-based organizations that 
reach low-income and minority 
populations, often with limited re¬ 
sources. More than 400 organiza¬ 
tions applied for the grant, said 
Brown, making TARC’s achieve¬ 
ment even more noteworthy. 

“We were thrilled,” said Brown, 
adding that TARC has applied for 
the grant in the past. “We think 
this is a pretty big deal.” ▼ 
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GLAAD raises big 
bucks at Media Awards

s each of the 824 attendees 
at the Gay and Lesbian Al¬ 
liance Against Defamation’s 
14th annual black-tie Media 
Awards event left the St. Francis 
Hotel on Saturday, May 31, they 
were handed a gift bag embla¬ 
zoned with the logo of the event’s 
“founding sponsor,” Absolut 
vodka. Inside were dozens of sam¬ 
ples of tooth whitener; a product 
called Cover Blend, which 
promises that it corrects skin 
flaws; guide books to both San 
Francisco and Los Angeles; a 
beautiful leather-bound (“not 
pleather,” said the volunteer hand¬ 
ing them out) sketch book 
stamped with the Range Rover 
logo; a presentation folder about 
the cars; a two-for-one coupon 
offer for tickets to the San Fran¬ 
cisco Opera; a light-up pen from 
Avis; a couple of music CDs; and 
an armload of magazines includ¬ 
ing Out's “Hot” issue, listing the 
79 “people, places, and things that 
turn us on right this minute.” 

What’s all that got to do with 
GLAAD’s mission - to encourage 
fair and accurate representation of 
LGBT people in the media? 

According to GLAAD Execu¬ 
tive Director Joan Garry, it’s about 
the money. The organization rais¬ 
es, she said, about $2.5 million of 
its $5.5 million annual budget 
during the award events that take 
place in San Francisco, Los Ange¬ 
les, and New York City. 

Garry said that GLAAD is in a 
unique position to “leverage the 
power of celebrity” to attract peo¬ 
ple to its events. This year’s atten¬ 
dees rubbed elbows with actress 
Stockard Channing and newly out 
actor and author B.D. Wong, who 
each picked up special awards, ro¬ 
tund comic Bruce Vilanch, (“I’m 
staying at the super-chic Clift 
Hotel,” he said, “and I’m the only 
round thing in the room”), Bay- 
watch's Pamela Anderson, and 
Scott Lowell from Showtime’s 
Queer as Folk. 

GLAAD raffled off a $12,500 
lease for a new Jaguar and a 
$12,000 trip to South Africa. Two 
donors, Leslie Sosnick and Mark 
Crumpacker, paid $16,000 each 
for a chance to appear in walk-on 
parts on NBC’s hit sit-com Will & 
Grace - even with the provision 
that their 15 seconds of fame 
might end up on the cutting room 
floor. 
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show host Michael Savage. 

What’s next on GLAAD’s 
radar? Local and regional media, 
especially Spanish language 
media. [The B.A.R. recently re¬ 
ported on GLAAD’s new people 
of color project.] Equality Califor¬ 
nia Executive Director Geoff Kors 
suggested that the effort could 
have a big effect on the swing 
votes of California’s fence-sitting 
Central Valley legislators, in heav¬ 
ily Spanish-speaking districts, in 
the ongoing battle over gay rights 
legislation in Sacramento. 

And GLAAD did give out 
awards last Saturday. Most of the 
major awards for drama are hand¬ 
ed out in New York and the major 
films are honored in Los Angeles. 
San Francisco’s honorees were 
Kissing Jessica Stein for outstand¬ 
ing film - limited release. Out¬ 
standing digital journalism, over¬ 
all coverage, went to 
Newsweek.MSNBC.com. The 
award was presented by San Fran¬ 
cisco’s Webby Awards founder, 
Tiffany Shlain, who said that In¬ 
ternet journalism is becoming 
more and more important as the 
government becomes more and 
more conservative. The award for 
outstanding digital journalism ar¬ 
ticle went to “Fired for Being Gay” 
by Jennifer Barrett on 
Newsweek.MSNBC.com, and the 
award for outstanding comic 
book went to Green Lantern (DC 
Comics). ▼ 
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B.D. Wong and Stockard 
Channing 


But the big news was a surprise 
$500,000 challenge grant from 
longtime benefactor Terry Wan- 
tanabe. 

The organization uses the 
money to pay a staff of 35 - based 
in New York and Los Angeles - to 
keep an eye on America’s media 
and to be “vigilant,” said attendee, 
supporter, and openly gay Califor¬ 
nia Assemblyman Mark Leno (D- 
San Francisco), “to make sure that 
we are presented in a fair and ac¬ 
curate way.” 

“It wasn’t an accident,” Garry 
said, when last September the New 
York Times started publishing 
same-sex union announcements. 
GLAAD had met with the Times' 
editorial board last July, and then 
expanded their horizons to papers 
across the country. The current 
count of mainstream papers that 
will take the announcements is at 
about 200. The Bay Area Reporter 
also runs same-sex union an¬ 
nouncements. 

GLAAD can, through its influ¬ 
ence in the media, Leno said, 
change the perceptions of gay and 
lesbian people in places where 
there are no grassroots organizing 
efforts for equality. 

Last year, during the Catholic 
Church’s child sex abuse crisis, 
when the Vatican attempted to 
turn attention away from its struc¬ 
tural problems by lashing out at 
gay priests, GLAAD succeeded in 
turning focus back to the church 
by arming reporters with the facts 
that pedophilia and homosexual¬ 
ity are not linked, and that many 
devout Catholics are gay.

Night owls needed for community service

S ummer is traditionally not the time to make se¬ 
rious commitments to anything, but San Fran¬ 
cisco’s national AIDS/HIV/Hepatitis-C Night- 
line wants community members to know that vol¬ 
unteering a few hours a week will be well worth it. 

The nightline - sponsored by San Francisco Sui¬ 
cide Prevention - needs good, compassionate lis¬ 
teners to provide emotional support, crisis coun¬ 
seling, and basic information to callers with HIV or 
hepatitis C concerns. Training for phone counselors 
begins in mid-June and runs three hours a week for 
six weeks. Volunteers are then asked to commit to 
three shifts a month of four hours each. 

“As many people as we can get would be great,” 
said Katie Williams, the nightline’s volunteer coor¬ 
dinator. “While we are always looking for volun¬ 
teers, summer in particular is a hard time to recruit. 
We have a great group of dedicated volunteers, but 
people go on vacation, go back to school, or get 


over- committed.” 

Williams emphasized that volunteers are able to re¬ 
ceive experiences at the nightline not always available 
through other organizations. 

“Volunteers here make direct connections with 
many different types of people; they may talk to a 
homeless person in New York who they never would 
have talked to in their life, or to a teenager in South¬ 
ern California who has just been kicked out of the 
house by his parents,” said Williams. “This is also a 
great opportunity for people thinking about counsel¬ 
ing careers or social work. It’s wonderful experience.” 

The nightline is located in a confidential, central 
downtown location which will be disclosed to in¬ 
terested volunteers after an interview process. 

The only program of its kind in the country, 
nightline answers over 900 calls a month, from all 
areas of the United States. It is open from 5 p.m. to 5 
a.m. Pacific Time, when most other agencies and hot¬ 
lines are closed. Volunteers focus on caller emotions, 
risk management, and psycho/social issues. To be¬ 
come a nightline volunteer, call (415) 984-1902. ▼

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1990 internal memo from a Philip 
Morris official. The company, at 
first adopting a “low profile” in the 
wake of the controversy, eventual¬ 
ly took steps to try to quell the 
boycott. 

Offen and his co-researchers 
found that ultimately, the boycott 
worked to Philip Morris’ advan¬ 
tage. In 1991, in exchange for the 
boycott’s end, the company agreed 
to financially support groups 
fighting HIV/AIDS. But the com¬ 
pany never did have to sever its re¬ 
lationship to Helms. 

“Through corporate philan¬ 
thropy,” the UCSF report con¬ 
cluded, “Philip Morris gained en¬ 
tree to the LGBT market without 
appearing gay friendly.” 

Offen said the Philip Morris 
tactic of appealing to one segment 
of a community - in this case, ac¬ 
tivists who decided that keeping 
their friends alive was the most 
important goal - is a standard 
method of corporate exploitation. 

“In the end, boycott leaders 
were willing to give up the de¬ 
mand to drop ties to Jesse Helms 
because Philip Morris was pour¬ 
ing funds into HIV/AIDS,” said 
Offen. “The company was able to 
say, ‘Look, we’re good guys. We 
give money to fight AIDS.’ But 
when companies give money to 
marginalized communities, 
groups get dependent on that 
money, and there’s going to be 
very little opposition, and almost 
no questions raised about the 
health hazards of smoking. 

“It makes us ripe pickings,” 
said Offen, “for the likes of a 
multibillion dollar industry.”

ing of Philip Morris,” which appears 
in the June issue of American Jour¬ 
nal of Public Health , details what 
happened when Philip Morris be¬ 
came the first major tobacco com¬ 
pany to advertise in the gay press. 

According to researchers Eliza¬ 
beth Smith, Ph.D., and Ruth Mal¬ 
one, internal documents from 
1992 show that the company de¬ 
cided the gay press provided an 
opportunity to “own the market” 
and “achieve exclusivity” in the 
community. Promoting a Benson 
& Hedges brand extension, the 
company bought space in Genre 
magazine, a gay publication con¬ 
sidered less political and more 
lifestyle oriented. 


informed choices as other adults,” 
was a Philip Morris statement. 

The company then reportedly 
made donations to the Gay and 
Lesbian Alliance Against Defama¬ 
tion and referred reporters’ phone 
calls to that organization. 

“Philip Morris wanted to have it 
both ways,” said UCSF’s Smith. 
“The company was undermining 
gay men’s health by selling them a 
lethal product, then trying to stay in 
the closet about the relationship.” 

Brendan McCormick, a 
spokesman for Philip Morris 
USA, told the B.A.R. that advertis¬ 
ing in Genre was motivated by the 
fact that the magazine had “a high 
audience of young men who we 


“Philip Morris gained entree 
to the LGBT market without 
appearing gay friendly 


But the company was ill pre¬ 
pared for the attention it would 
receive for the historic move. 
When the Genre publisher “outed” 
Philip Morris in order to boast of 
landing the account, the media 
ran with it, coining phrases like 
the “gay cigarette,” and relentless¬ 
ly invoking the image of the Marl¬ 
boro man as a gay icon. Criticisms 
flew, especially in light of the fact 
that RJ Reynolds had recently 
marketed the Uptown cigarette to 
African Americans, prompting 
outrage in that community. 

Internal documents that fol¬ 
lowed showed that Philip Morris 
went to great lengths to distance 
itself from the gay market, en¬ 
couraging spokespeople to re¬ 
spond that the company “did not 
develop separate advertising, nor 
did we attempt to position the 
brand specifically for gays.” 

The company’s strategy for 
dealing with the media blitz, said 
UCSF researchers, was to “deny, 
attack, and co-opt.” Although 
claiming that it did not target 
gays, the company also empha¬ 
sized that anyone upset with ad¬ 
vertisements targeting gays was 
essentially homophobic. 

“Anyone who believes that 
members of minority groups are 
more influenced by ads than other 
people is really saying that they are 
not as capable of making rational 


believed would be interested in 
our marketing message.” 

Philip Morris also continued 
to run ads in similar publications 
for many years, he said, although 
in trying to advertise responsibly, 
its criteria changed to exclude 
publications with a high percent¬ 
age of under-18 readers. 

“The last point worth men¬ 
tioning,” said McCormick, “is that 
we continue to support efforts to 
educate the public about health 
risks associated with smoking.” 

Malone and Smith concluded 
that because the tobacco indus¬ 
try’s relationship to the gay com¬ 
munity is relatively undeveloped, 
antismoking and health advocates 
may have an opportunity for early 
intervention. 

The parent company of Philip 
Morris is now known as the Altria 
Group, a move that helped to dis¬ 
tance itS'Other products, like Kraft 
Foods, from the tobacco industry. 
Although Philip Morris, anticipat¬ 
ing controversy, purchased the 
rights to the domain names altria- 
sucks.com and altriakills.com, 
UCSF owns and operates a site at 
www.altriameanstobacco.com, 
with more information on alleged 
Philip Morris cover-ups. The site 
also offers links to tobacco indus¬ 
try documents, including those 
used in the two recently published 
reports-^

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thing I love. I want to bring new 
people into the field and inspire 
them.” 

Coates, who is HIV-positive, 
said his decision was also prompt¬ 
ed by his partner, Robert DuWors, 
being offered the position of 
deputy director of the Compre¬ 
hensive Cancer Center at UCLA. 
DuWors has been an associate di¬ 
rector of the UCSF Comprehen¬ 
sive Cancer Center. Coates, who 
has a Ph.D. in psychology, will join 
his partner as a professor in the 
division of infectious diseases at 
UCLA Medical Center. 

Local reaction 

Colleagues in San Francisco 
said Coates will be sorely missed. 

“Under the tenure of Tom 
Coates, UCSF’s AIDS Research In¬ 
stitute became an internationally 
recognized research powerhouse 
and he will be missed. Fortunate¬ 
ly, the AIDS community will con¬ 
tinue to benefit from his ongoing 
AIDS research at UCLA. San 
Francisco’s loss will be UCLA’s 
gain,” Pat Christen, executive di¬ 
rector of the San Francisco AIDS 
Foundation, said in an e-mail. 

While city health officials said 
they are saddened to see Coates 
move, they said they are heartened 
to know he will continue his re¬ 
search into AIDS. 

“I am very sad. Tom and I have 
done a lot of projects together,” 
said the city’s health director Dr. 
Mitch Katz. “He has been a 
tremendous resource and leader 
for San Francisco.” 

“Let me say loudly and clearly 
that Tom can be anywhere in the 
United States of America and as 
long as there are e-mails, tele¬ 


phones, and U.S. snail mail, we 
will actively seek his advice and 
counsel in regard to prevention 
strategies and research,” said 
Jimmy Loyce, deputy director of 
health for AIDS programs. 

Loyce said Coates has been in¬ 
valuable to the city and the local 
AIDS community. Under Coates’s 
tenure, projects such as needle ex¬ 
change programs, post-exposure 
prophylactics, and research into 
transplants for people with HIV 
and AIDS have all benefited due to 
Coates’s expertise and leadership. 

And while Coates will no 
longer be in town, Loyce said he 
will still play a part in shaping 
how the city combats the HIV epi¬ 
demic. 

“While I am disappointed he is 
leaving San Francisco, you can run 
but you can’t hide. We will find 
you,” said Loyce. “I don’t think 
Tom would say to the community 
‘I am done.’ He is always going to 
be available. He may not say it, but 
we say it.” 

While he said he will miss San 
Francisco, Coates said it was the 
right time to make the career 
switch. He said he is confident 
UCSF and CAPS will remain lead¬ 
ers in AIDS research. 

“My feeling is it’s - in terms of 
the timing and the organization - 
the right time. I feel both organi¬ 
zations I lead are extremely 
strong. I can hand them over with 
great confidence to someone to 
make them even stronger and 
make them do better,” he said. 

Coates’s move comes at a time 
when AIDS research has been 
under attack by conservatives in 
Washington, D.C. Researchers 
across the country have reported 
being told to censor their grant 
applications for words that could 
trigger greater scrutiny from law¬ 
makers on the far right. 


“I have been doing research for 
30 years. Administrations come 
and go and sometimes you need 
to do things under the radar and 
at other times you can be direct 
and bold about it,” he said. “The 
work has to go on. We just have to 
call it by different names. Part .of 
what we teach to our young scien¬ 
tists is good grantsmanship, so 
what is written doesn’t raise atten¬ 
tions. A lot of the time we think it 
is more important to get the re¬ 
search done than to engage in 
controversy.” 

Outspoken researcher 

Coates himself has been no 
stranger to controversy. In No¬ 
vember 2001 he shocked those 
working in HIV prevention when 
he told an interviewer from 
Gay.com it may be time to end 
HIV prevention programs and 
“just make lots of condoms avail¬ 
able, keep informing people where 
the STD centers are, and just ac¬ 
cept that every year there will be a 
certain percentage of people who 
will get HIV.” 

Coates explained his com¬ 
ments to the Bay Area Reporter at 
the time as a way to jump start a 
discussion among the gay com¬ 
munity, where he saw complacen¬ 
cy around HIV and AIDS as part¬ 
ly responsible for recent spikes in 
sexually transmitted disease rates 
and HIV cases. 

Shaking things up has always 
been a hallmark of Coates’s career. 
When he founded the AIDS Re¬ 
search Institute in 1996, he en¬ 
tered into a hornet’s nest of com¬ 
peting egos and various agendas 
within the Bay Area AIDS com¬ 
munity. At the time, UCSF was 
being surpassed by colleges in the 
Northwest and South, and Coates 
was asked to help turn the univer¬ 
sity into a powerhouse for AIDS

research. 

Under what he calls a “virtual 
institute,” Coates banded together 
researchers and health officials 
from UCSF, the city’s Department 
of Public Health, the Gladstone 
Institute of Virology and Im¬ 
munology and the U.C. Berkeley 
School of Public Health. He now 
oversees research in the Bay Area 
as well as field studies in Peru, 
Africa, and Thailand. 

“Everybody was doing AIDS 
research but there was no brain to 
it. No cohesion to it, no strategy,” 
he said. “There was nobody to 
bring all the parties together to say 
how can we make the whole bet¬ 
ter than the sum of the parts.” 

As to who will fill Coates’s 
shoes once he is gone, that re¬ 
mains to be seen. There is no heir 
apparent to replace Coates and a 
decision will not be made until 
sometime this fall. 

According to the San Francisco 


Chronicle, which first reported 
Coates’s departure last week, a re¬ 
placement will not be named until 
a new dean of the UCSF School of 
Medicine is named. The current 
dean, Dr. Haile Debas, is retiring 
and told the paper his successor 
will name a new head to the AIDS 
Research Institute. 

The.power vacuum has caused 
some at UCSF to fear that without 
Coates, the AIDS Research Insti¬ 
tute will no longer exist. But 
Coates dismisses such concerns 
and said he has no doubts that the 
institute will continue to thrive in 
his absence. 

“I don’t buy that for a minute,” 
Coates told the B.A.R. “There is so 
much talent at UCSF. There is 
nothing worse than people like me 
keeping jobs like that and not let¬ 
ting people have an opportunity 
to take leadership positions. 

“I think the AIDS institute will 
actually get better,” he added. ▼

cern. 

“First people were very con¬ 
cerned. Now it is not very high on 
the radar,” said Charlebois. “That 
does not mean it went away.” 

Just how prevalent the staph 
infections have been is difficult to 
gauge. In January, one doctor said 
he suspected as many as 300 gay 
men in San Francisco had devel¬ 
oped the troublesome staph. 
Health officials could not verify 
the number and have yet to pro¬ 
duce any credible data on the ac¬ 
tual number of cases. 

“I haven’t seen that data,” said 
Katz. “Because most of these in¬ 
fections are not going to get re¬ 
ported, there will never be very 
good data on it.” 

Researchers have been able to 
determine that the same strain of 
staph found in Los Angeles was 
the strain infecting patients in San 
Francisco. But tracking the num¬ 
ber of cases has proven more diffi¬ 
cult. 

“We don’t have really good sur¬ 
veillance or sampling,” said 
Charlebois. “We can’t say anything 
definitively other than it has been 
seen.” 

The staph found in the gay 
men is resistant to various antibi¬ 
otics and can be difficult to treat. 


According to health officials, the 
staph burrows into the skin and 
secretes an enzyme that causes 
boils, deep abscesses, and wide¬ 
spread inflammation. 

The painful abscesses have 
shown up on patients’ legs, but¬ 
tocks, penis, scrotum, as well as on 
the face and hands. If stronger 
doses of antibiotics do not work 
on the staph, doctors have resort¬ 
ed to putting patients on self-ad¬ 
ministered intravenous drug regi¬ 
ments that take up to two weeks to 
complete. 

“Some of these infections can 
be very aggressive,” said Katz. “If 
someone has an abscess, if it gets 
very red, painful, or there is 
streaking, which is red lines com¬ 
ing out of the wounds, they need 
to get to a medical facility right 
away,” said Katz. 

So far the best prevention doc¬ 
tors can give is just old fashioned 
advice: wash your hands. 

“In terms of how to prevent 
those infections, nobody has come 
up with a good answer. But it is al¬ 
ways wise to do rigorous hand 
washing,” said Katz. “A large num¬ 
ber of infections have been passed 
by hands. It is just what our moth¬ 
ers taught us.”

bill is sure to only heighten if the 
bill is passed as expected and as 
conservative groups try to use it to 
their advantage in recalling Davis. 

In fact, the recall effort already 
is having an effect on how groups 
petition Davis to either support or 
oppose the bill. Already the recall 
proponents have used the slate of 
gay rights bills moving through the 
state Legislature to attack Davis. 

During a town hall meeting 
held by ABC News anchor Peter 
Jennings in Sacramento, protest¬ 
ers of Davis began a parade with a 
truck draped in rainbow flags 
with huge signs that said “Gay 
Davis” and another sign saying 
“Gay Davis is trying to destroy 
marriage in California.” 

A group of former Davis cam¬ 
paign advisers has been meeting 
for several months to discus how to 
combat the recall drive. Two of his 
staff members left their posts May 
14 to work on the effort, including 
Eric Bauman, an openly gay special 
assistant to the governor. 

“This recall is about nothing 
other than a bunch of losing Re¬ 
publicans trying to steal the gover¬ 
norship. Period,” said Bauman. 
“The governor is not popular right 
now and we are facing a $35 bil¬ 
lion deficit but trust me, Darrell 
Issa or Bill Simon would surely not 
do any better at solving this than 
Governor Davis will and their pri¬ 
orities are a danger to the health 
and welfare of Californians, espe¬ 
cially those with AIDS and HIV.” 

Bauman, a longtime denizen of 
the Democratic Party in Los Ange¬ 
les, has been a close confidant to the 
governor and has played a strong 
role in shaping what legislation 
comes before Davis. Bauman also 
had been assigned by the governor 
to work with Goldberg on address¬ 
ing his concerns with AB205. 

Despite Bauman’s departure, 
the governor still has other open¬ 
ly gay and lesbian advisers on 
staff. He recently named Daniel 
Zingale as his chief of staff. Gay 
political insiders said they were 
unsure what impact Bauman’s 
moving to the anti-recall cam¬ 
paign would have on the status of 
gay legislation in Sacramento. 

“I am sure that without Eric 
Bauman working directly in the of¬ 
fice it is not like the governor will 
cease to hear about gay legislation 
coming up. We will make sure he 
hears about things coming to his 
desk,” said Paul Hogan, Northern 
California co-chair of the gay and

lesbian Democratic caucus. “I don’t 
expect his support for LGBT legis¬ 
lation to drop off. It is really hard to 
tell what effect this will have. 

“Eric has been incredibly helpful 
in the past in getting our legislation 
noticed and have priority in the 
governor’s office,” added Hogan. 
“Hopefully Eric’s absence will be 
short as the recall effort fizzles and 
dies in the next month or two.” 

For Bauman, he said there is 
nothing more important for him 
to do in regards to gay and lesbian 
issues than seeing that Davis re¬ 
mains in office. 

“The people for the recall are 
not people who are for us: us 
being every other gay, lesbian, bi¬ 
sexual, transgender person in this 
state,” said Bauman. 

While not directly leveraging 
their opposition to the recall effort 
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based on whether Davis signs 
AB205, gay rights groups are quick 
to point out that gays and lesbians 
solidly supported the governor in 
last November’s election. 

“I think the LGBT community 
has been one of the governor’s 
staunchest allies and his coming 
out in support of our legislation, 
particularly AB205, would galva¬ 
nize the community around him,” 
said Kors. “Our community is in¬ 
credibly loyal to elected officials 
who support us. And we also re¬ 
spond strongly to those who 


don’t. I think politicians are aware 
of that. I don’t think we need to do 
anything more than continue to 
educate about our bills.” 

Even the fact that AB205 is still 
on the table is some indication as 
to Davis’s likely signing the legis¬ 
lation come this fall. Facing a 
tough re-election battle last year, 
Davis made it clear he did not 
want to see similar legislation 
come before him, and Goldberg 
waited until this year to introduce 
AB205 to the Assembly. 

Despite giving his critics am¬ 


munition to spur conservative 
Christians to support the recall 
drive, Davis has made no moves to 
jettison the bill this year. 

“I think the fact the governor 
is so engaged in spite of the enor¬ 
mous such pressure he faces tells 
what a friend he has been to our 
community all along,” said Gold¬ 
berg. “I think it is remarkable. I 
am very proud to have his help, 
his office’s help and his support. I 
think the community will be over¬ 
joyed when we are through with 
this process.” ▼

Allen Wood, long an accom¬ 
plished instructor and competitor 
here and at martial arts competi¬ 
tions, took home three silvers and 
a gold medal. Triangle Taekwon 
Do’s Andy Maguire took a silver in 
sparring and a bronze in forms. 

Held at the somewhat out of 
the way Ann Clarke Center, where 
wrestling and table tennis also 
took place, more than 250 martial 
artists competed at Gay Games VI, 
almost 65 percent of them 
women, Wood said. 

“There were probably about 60 
percent black belts, which is quite 
a unique thing,” Wood said. “Nor¬ 
mally, when you go to tourna¬ 
ments, you have maybe 10 or 15 
percent black belts, or 5 to 10 per¬ 
cent women, but at the Games it 
was much different.” 

Games competitions were in 
empty hand, weapons, empty hand 
with music, self-defense, and spar¬ 
ring. The categories varied from be¬ 
ginning to intermediate, advanced, 
black belt, third-degree black belt, 
and higher. These were divided into 
varying age groups as well. 

“It was a lot of fun, all different

He was 
proud to be from New Orleans 
and was always helping people 
with fundraising stuff.” 

Mr. Lance was an ardent sup¬ 
porter of the Pantheon of Leather 
Awards and as such was host to 
hundreds of leather people each 
year while the awards ceremony 
was held in New Orleans. He an¬ 



nually hosted a 
victory brunch 
for Pantheon 
Award winners 
in the courtyard 
of Le Petit The¬ 
atre in New Orleans.

LGBT leaders. 

Evans also said that the station 
relies on the community to make 
nominations for the awards, 
which it solicits on its Web site. 
KQED staff members then choose 
the winners. 

Evans said she telephoned 
Cheu on May 23, after he had 
stopped working at the center, to 
inform him of the award. 

When she phoned him, Evans 
said, “He was very forthcoming. 
He said something to the effect of 
T am no longer working there.’ I 
assured him that this was not 
about his last job. These awards 
are about years of community ser¬ 
vice and commitment.” 

Yet the invitation to KQED’s 
awards ceremony identifies Cheu 
with the LGBT Community Center. 

Evans said that the subject of 
Cheu not accepting the award did 
not come up in their conversation. 

Reached Tuesday, June 3, Cheu 
told the BA.R. that he didn’t really 


think about not accepting the award. 

Wiener refused to comment on 
Cheu’s receiving the award. 

Wiener said that the center’s 
board did badly miscalculate the 
center’s fundraising abilities.

Just say yes to 
(ADAP) drugs

he following is an occasion-

on issues of concern to people liv¬ 
ing with AIDS. 

Dear ALRP: 

I am living with disabling HIV 
and my insurance doesn't cover 
all of my HIV medicine. I have 
trouble affording my prescription 
drug costs. Where can I receive 
more funding/help? 

— Drugless in S.F. 

Dear Drugless: 

Have hope. There is help out 
there. For people who are under¬ 
insured or not insured and living 
with HIV/AIDS, the AIDS Drug 
Assistance Program offers help. 
ADAP’s purpose is to provide 
funding for HIV drugs. The drugs 
funded by ADAP are intended to 
prolong quality of life and to 
delay the deterioration of health 
among individuals infected with 
HIV. 

For those who are underin¬ 
sured, ADAP serves to fill the gap 
in prescription drug coverage, 
meaning it covers any expenses 
not provided for by Medi-Cal, 
Medicare, and private insurance. 
For those who are uninsured, 
ADAP may function as the only 
funding source of HIV-related 
medications. 

Am I eligible? 

Individuals are eligible for 
ADAP if they: are infected with 
HIV; have an annual federal ad¬ 
justed gross income below 
$50,000; are not covered by/eligi¬ 
ble for Medi-Cal or another 
third-party payer (You may be re¬ 
quired to apply for Medi-Cal as 
part of your ADAP application 
process.); are a resident of Cali¬ 
fornia; are 18 years of age or 
older; and have a valid prescrip¬ 
tion from a California licensed 
physician. 

In order to receive prescrip¬ 
tion drugs free of charge, your 
federal adjusted gross income 
must be below 400 percent of fed¬ 
eral poverty level, which is cur¬ 
rently $35,440 for a single person 
with no children. If you do not 
meet this criterion but your fed¬ 
eral adjusted gross income is be¬ 
tween $35,441 and $50,000, a co¬ 


payment may be required de¬ 
pending on the number of de¬ 
pendents you claim on your in¬ 
come tax return. If your income 
is over $50,000 you are not eligi¬ 
ble for ADAP. 

How do I apply? 

To fill out an ADAP applica¬ 
tion, you must go to an enroll¬ 
ment site such as Ward 86 at San 
Francisco General Hospital or the 
San Francisco AIDS Foundation. 
There are 15 enroll¬ 
ment sites in San Fran¬ 
cisco. You can get a list 
of them by visiting 
www.ramsellcorp. 
com and clicking 
on the link for 
ADAP, then Cali¬ 
fornia, then enroll¬ 
ment sites. Or you 
can call (415) 554- 
9168. for a list of the enrollment 
sites. You will need to make an ap¬ 
pointment, but usually there is no 
wait to be seen. The application 
process usually takes 20 to 30 
minutes. The following docu¬ 
ments are required to support 
your ADAP application and 
should be brought with you: 

• Proof of California residence 
(i.e. rental agreement or utility 
bill in your name, identifying 
place of residence). 

• Picture identification (Cali¬ 
fornia driver’s license, California 
identification card, passport, 
school I.D., etc.). 

• Proof of income (copies of 
either your most recent federal or 
state income tax returns, most re¬ 
cent pay stub, public assistance or 
Social Security award letters). 

• Proof of Medi-Cal applica¬ 
tion (if available) and/or docu¬ 
mentation of any current health 
insurance coverage (if applicable).

There is no California law that 
requires pharmacists to accept 
ADAP or ADAP protocol. It is 
therefore very important to find 
out if the pharmacist who you fre¬ 
quent participates in ADAP (visit 
www.ramsellcorp.com for a list of 
pharmacies). If the phar¬ 
macy participates in 
ADAP, it has signed a 
^ contract agreeing to 
X the terms and condi- 
,P tions of ADAP’s pro¬ 
gram. Consequently, 
if there are any 
problems with a 
pharmacy that rec¬ 
ognizes ADAP but 
continually hassles you when you 
attempt to fill a prescription, the 
best remedy is to file a complaint.

of glbt History opens

ew people epitomize the struggle for gay rights more 
than Harvey Milk. Actually, no one epitomizes the strug¬ 
gle for gay rights more than Harvey Milk. 

In 1977, Milk became the first openly gay candidate 
to be elected to the San Francisco Board of Supervisors. 
Less than a year later, an assassin’s bullet transformed 
him into a modern-day martyr for the gay liberation movement. 

It’s more than fitting that the inaugural exhibit of the new In¬ 
terna tinnai VIiueum of GLBT History is Saint Harvey: The Life 
and Afterlife of a Modern Gay Martyr. Every gay, lesbian, bisexual 
and transgender person who enjoys the freedom to walk down the 
street holding hands with a loved one without fear or shame needs 
to see this exhibit. It is our history. 

Milk’s personal effects tell the story of his Long Island child¬ 
hood, his naval career in the Korean War, and his awakening to the 
counterculture world of 1960s New York. 

Broadway posters for Hair, Jesus Christ Superstar and Lenny re¬ 
count his career move from financial analyst to associate produc¬ 
er of edgy theatre. Names in his New York address book include 
Neil Diamond and Gore Vidal. 

It was a 1972 production of Hair that brought Milk to San 
Francisco. He never left, opening the Castro Camera Shop in 1973. 
The original sign and camera stock from the shop are displayed 
alongside Milk’s jeans and Guatemalan peasant shirt covered with 
buttons that reflect his early political activism. 

The buttons declare “Gay Liberation,” “McGovern Shriver in 
’72,” “Shameless Agitator” and the darkly ironic “Where is Lee Har¬ 
vey Oswald now that we really need him?” 

Milk’s personal tchochkes reveal his penchant for Popeye (he 
was, after all, a sailor himself). A wealth of campaign signs and

12th Annual San Francisco Bay Area Gay Rodeo & Festival

he “Wag the Dog” end of the 
San Francisco Opera’s 2002- 
03 season is upon us, and it 
is shaping up as a paradigm of the 
new SFO regime, with its financial 
troubles and its boldly stated 
artistic goals. Damnation of Faust 
is a new production, opening June 
10 in honor of FJector Berlioz’s 
200th birthday. Since the compos¬ 
er called it a “dramatic legend” 
rather than an opera, some say it 
shouldn’t be staged, yet it’s as vi¬ 
able as (and a lot shorter than) 
Messiaen’s visionary but undra- 
matic Saint Francois d’Assise or 
even Saint-Saens’ static but deli¬ 
cious Samson et Dalila. 

Gossip emanating from the 
War Memorial (all anonymous, of 
course) tells us nothing about the 
musical performance, centering 
instead on excessive stage re¬ 
hearsals (at the expense of the 
other two summer operas), and 
on prosthetic T&A and oral sex. 
Nothing new there. Terry McEwen 
and Lotfi Mansouri both loved 
nudity, prosthetic penises, orgies 
and other giggly ways to epater le 
' bourgeois. Remember the divinely 
decadent Salome, when the guards 
in thongs turned around to ex¬ 
pose their bare butts? Or the sala¬ 
cious Mefistofele that sported 
more prosthetics than an Army 
rehab ward? 

It is impossible to shock a San 
Franciscan with simulated sex, 
though of course you can’t expect 
newly arrived Germans to know 
that. More annoying is the smug 
assumption that we will be 
shocked. It is probably this un¬ 
warranted smugness about SFO 
audiences — that we don’t know 
anything about theater; that we’ve 
never experienced the avant garde; 
that we are titillated by fake sex; 
and that we need to be taught how 
to appreciate opera — that is 
causing a gap between what 
Pamela Rosenberg is legitimately 
trying to improve, and what it 
sometimes looks like she has actu¬ 
ally achieved. 

Before she was even in office, 
Rosenberg made the tactical error 
of declaring that she was bringing 
San Francisco the great experience 
of Janacek, as if no one in the Bay 
Area had ever heard a live Janacek 
opera. That was anti-historical 
nonsense, though you’d be 
amazed how many local writers 
who should know better swal¬ 
lowed it whole. Not only had SFO 


started performing Janacek in the 
mid-’60s, a quarter of a century 
before the Metropolitan Opera 
tackled the Czech composer, but if 
you count efforts by maestro Kent 
Nagano, the Bay Area also heard 
such rarities as The Excursions of 
Mr. Broucek and a charmingly 
staged Cunning Little Vixen, to go 
with SFO’s multiple Kat’a Ka¬ 
banova, Makropolous Affair and 
Jenufa productions. 

The out-of-town press and 
those scary opera chat-rooms on 
the Internet have joined local crit¬ 
ics in unnecessarily exacerbating 
the distance between SFO’s gener¬ 
al director and her audience by 
crowing that Rosenberg was going 
to wake up those somnolent folks 
in the War Memorial. My favorite 
insult was from the Los Angeles 
Times critic, hardly an experi¬ 
enced SFO patron, who claimed 
that the Rosenberg regime had 
“startled the 89-year-old compa¬ 
ny awake from a decades-long 
slumber.” 

Really? Where was he when 
SFO offered the United States pre¬ 
mieres of such then-rare operas as 
Die Frau ohne Schatten, Dialogues 
of the Carmelites, Makropolous Af¬ 
fair and the revised version of 
Lady Macbeth of Mtsensk? Or 
when Jean-Pierre Ponnelle was 
being enthusiastically cheered and 
booed for his vivid Flying Dutch¬ 
man and Pagliacci, creative pro¬ 
ductions of warhorses with the sex 
implied, as it is in the music. 

Of course, Pagliacci starred 
Placido Domingo, in the finest 
performance I’ve ever heard or 
seen him give. This season’s sched¬ 
uled Pagliacci stars Jon Fredric 
West, whose Otello debacle last 
year should have made him auto¬ 
matically persona non grata on 
Van Ness Avenue. I suggest that 
most regular SFO patrons aren’t 
provincial conservatives who want 
only to hear warhorses, but rather, 
discerning listeners who prefer 
their warhorses well-cast. 

Rube behavior 

The other two summer operas 
also yield provocative subtext. 
Mansouri hired the talented Peru¬ 
vian leggiero tenor Juan Diego 
Florez, and Rosenberg paired him 
with the delectable Italian mezzo, 
Sonia Ganassi, for Rossini’s La 
Cenerentola. Perfect, except that 
then Ganassi canceled. When SFO 
came up with replacement Mika 
Shigematsu, I got a bunch of in¬ 
dignant e-mails asking the equiv¬ 
alent of, “Who she?” Well, if you 
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don’t want the Internet and Los 
Angeles Times to make fun of you 
as an operatic rube, don’t act like 
one. Shigematsu, for those with 
short memories, outsang and out- 
acted the formidible Jennifer Lar- 
more in Barbiere at the Orpheum 
in 1996. Of course, that is a much 
smaller house and it was seven 
years ago, but it was a good 
enough performance to give me 
hope for the June 7 opening night. 

Star of this summer’s II Trova- 
tore is blockbusting mezzo Dolora 
Zajick, a singer who was casually 
neglected by the Mansouri regime. 
Living in Reno, she should have 
been here as often as the stagedoor 
cat, yet she appeared only a few, 
memorable times. She is practical¬ 
ly the only international mezzo 
currently up to the major Verdi 
roles, especially now that Olga

Borodina appears to be a lost cause 
at the War Memorial. Of course, if 
Rosenberg doesn’t bring Zajick 
back, either, we have yet another 
case of the same ole, same ole. 

Still, the point is that the bick¬ 
ering over casting and repertory is 
not nearly as important as how 
long the trend toward borrowed 
productions with decades-old Eu¬ 
ropean sensibilities and very ex¬ 
pensive stage rehearsals will con¬ 
tinue, and whether the company’s 
well-publicized financial woes 
cause further erosion of public 


trust. Ruthlessly eliminating ad¬ 
ministrative deadwood was a great 
start, but there is an orchestral 
contract renewal due in August. 
This is where opera fans would be 
wise to keep their attention fixed. 
Prosthetic penises and lousy 
tenors come and go; it could be 
argued.that they are one and the 
same. Opera without oboe and 
strings is impossible. ▼

flash of panic crossed my 
companion’s face when, 
after taking our seats in the 
Post Street Theater, he began 
reading the program.

imagined by Bill Irwin, and you 
may get some idea of the spirit be¬ 
hind Thwak. David Collins and 
Shane Dundas, billed as the Umbil¬ 
ical Brothers, combine vocal mim¬ 
icry with physical shtick to create 
the funniest 90 minutes in town. 

With an onstage dynamic rem¬ 
iniscent of the Smothers Brothers, 
Collins and Dundas each tries to 
control their imaginary world. If 
one begins to get the upper hand, 
the other may simply create a 
chainsaw, invisible but uncannily 
realistic in its sound. The micro¬ 
phone becomes the totem of 
power, because in this dimension, 
sound is the ultimate reality. 


At the start of the show, curly- 
locked Collins, who plays the dim¬ 
mer of the two bulbs, gets in a few 
words before he’s reminded by the 
bald Dundas that his job is to be 
mute. “He says mute,” replies 
Collins. “I say action guy.” And for 
most of the show, Collins does in¬ 
deed supply the physical action to 
accompany Dundas’ exquisitely 
synchronized vocalized sound ef¬ 
fects. 

Their skits are often subver- 
sively juvenile. yVhen an invisible 
hand grenade is thrown into the 
audience, it’s fetched by an invisi¬ 
ble dog who returns it to the hor¬ 
rified Collins and Dundas, who 
then throw the dog into the air 
where it harmlessly explodes. And 
then they offer a slow-motion re¬ 
play of the scene. I won’t go into 
the scene that involves Kermit the 
Frog and a sizzling barbecue. 

Not everything they do is 
about sound and action. Dundas 
and Collins do an amazing hand 
ballet from behind a low panel, 
which also serves as the stage for a 
puppet show involving a bunny 
gone bonkers. 

There are a few dips in the

rial Wizard, or becoming part of 
an underground opposition. 

“She’s a rebel and an outcast,” 
Menzel said of her supposedly 
wicked character. “Elphaba was 
born green, people treat her badly, 
and she doesn’t have many 
friends. But deep down, she’s ex¬ 
tremely idealistic. She thinks there 
is a possibility to change the 
world. She needs to be different, 
so it’s OK if my influences are a 
little bit different.” 

Glinda is also more complicat¬ 
ed than the cheery good witch 
from the Oz books and movie. “In 
the first act,” Chenoweth said, 
“Glinda is what you’d expect her 
to be. In the second act, she’s not. 

I get to give people what they ex¬ 
pect of me, and then something 
that they don’t. And maybe not be 
ready for.” 

In person, Chenoweth has the 
kind of well-scrubbed prom- 
queen cheeriness that the writers 
of the musical Wicked, librettist 
Winnie Holzman and songwriter 
Stephen Schwartz, have satirically 
amplified for her character. 
Chenoweth was a big hometown 
star in Tulsa before moving to 
New York nine years ago. Her big 
break came when she was singled 
out for the highest praise in the re¬ 
vival of You’re a Good Man, Char¬ 
lie Brown, and her performance as 
4-year-old Sally Brown earned her 
a Tony Award. 

More recently, Chenoweth 
turned down the title role in Thor¬ 
oughly Modern Millie — “I’ve 
done the Millies,” she said — for a 
chance to star in her own TV sit¬ 
com. But Kristin, built around a 
bubbly religious character not un¬ 
like herself, aired only for seven 
episodes before it was replaced by 
Fear Factor. 

“One of the episodes was 
about her best friend being gay, 
and how she could still call herself 
a person of faith,” Chenoweth 
said. It mirrored her relationship 
with her own best friend from 
Tulsa, who became her roommate 
after they moved to New York. 
“We are Will & Grace,” said the 
former Southern Baptist whose 
religious views are now more in- |

elusive. She also has a straight 
man in her life, actor Michael 
Lowry from All My Children. 

Menzel also had a roommate 
in New York, and his name was 
Taye Diggs. They met in the orig¬ 
inal cast of Rent, in which Menzel 
played the hard-rocking lesbian 
Maureen. Now they are married. 

In one of the songs from her 
1998 rock album Still I Can’t Be 
Still, Menzel sang about wearing 
Diggs’ “old tighty whities,” an 
image of some appeal, for fans of 
the sexy Diggs. 

Is it strange for Menzel to be 
married to a man who is often pre¬ 
sented on screen as a hunk whom 
others lust after? “No, but I think it’s 
weird for him,” she said, “because 
deep down he’s never thought of 
himself like that kind of guy. He still 
sort of has the nerd in him.” 

In another song from her self- 
penned album, she imagines a 
planet where, among other things, 
“the lawyers wear nipple rings.” 

“Oh, God, that’s right,” Menzel 
said when reminded of that lyric. 
“At that time I was really vacillat¬ 
ing between the kinds of men I 
wanted in my life. Do you want 
that conservative, stable guy that 
bores the hell out of you, or the 
artsy guy who makes you crazy 


and passionate but breaks your 
heart a million times? Now I’ve 
found that I can have both. My 
honey has a great balance. He has 
no nipple rings and is not a 
lawyer, but the lawyer boyfriend I 
just ran into with his Volkswagen 
jeep and a baby seat in the back, 
and I thanked my lucky stars.” 

Menzel and Chenoweth love 
that they are so different and that 
their differences register on stage. 

“Idina’s more of a rock ’n’ roll 
singer, and I’m more legit theater,” 
Chenoweth said. “She’s probably a 
little bit more, not free, I’m free 
too, but just different, and I think 
it really works for the parts.” 

“You would never think our 
voices would be a great blend 
when we sing together,” Menzel 
said, “but they really are beautiful 
together. I think you’ll see a real 
chemistry and rapport in the rela¬ 
tionship on stage. We have that in 
real life. We love each other. And 
it’s a love story between these two 
wonien in a way, which you don’t 
see very much in musicals.” ▼

Murder, they said 

'The Daddy, the Diva, 
and the Detective'

spanking new red jockstrap, 
size LG, sits next to my com¬ 
puter as I write this. It was a 
prize for sitting at the table that 
best solved the crimes committed 
over the course of The Daddy, the 
Diva, and the Detective. A big asset 
to our table’s success was Idajane, 
a mystery-dinner veteran who 
lives in a Catholic retirement 
home in San Leandro and does 
volunteer work in seasonal cos¬ 
tumes. It’s hard to drive a car in a 
leprechaun outfit, she told us, and 
impossible when dressed as a 
turkey. 

Idajane, who received a rose 
rather than a jockstrap, exempli¬ 
fied the surprisingly diverse audi¬ 
ence at the Archbishop’s Mansion 


on Alamo Square for an entertain¬ 
ment being marketed mainly to 
the gay community. Indeed, sever¬ 
al other suburban types looked 
surprised to be surrounded by 
leather daddies and drag queens 
(costuming is encouraged), 
though by the end of the evening 
they were laughing out loud as 
former Empresses Bella and Mar- 
lena tossed out occasional bon 
mots that helped enliven the semi- 
scripted shenanigans. 

Of course, murder-mystery 
dinners are a mainstream staple, 
and the Archbishop’s Mansion has 
hosted others in the past under 
the aegis of Jim Skiba’s Incentives 
to Intrigue. But with a cast headed

t’s easy to pigeonhole Ronnie 

Larsen and his plays, but the 

fact is you never quite know 
what to expect. Even his work that 
seems the most exploitative, plays 
with titles like 10 Naked Men and 
All-Male Peep Show, contain 
thoughtful if dark musings on the 
nature of gay sex and relation¬ 
ships. He is now back at Theatre 
Rhino with a title that is about as 
in-your-face as you can get, Cock- 
sucker: A Love Story, but again he 
gives you more than what you 
may have bargained for. 

The new play is being sold as 
the story of Marines who moon¬ 
light in jack-off films, but that’s a 
subplot in a tale that seems to be 
inspired by Larsen’s own journeys 
through the sexual thickets of 
contemporary life. It is frank and 
revealing, and self-serving only to 
the extent that Larsen’s onstage 
alter-ego is presented as no more 
sexually obsessed than, say, Bill 
Clinton and Monica Lewinsky, 
who turn up as recurring charac¬ 
ters. 

The play opens fitfully with a 
documentary-film conceit that 
soon disappears, but it does an¬ 
nounce the play’s pivotal arc: “The 
birth and death of the she-male 
Sally.” From that point, we follow 
Isaac as an adopted baby with a 
penchant for thumb-sucking that 
turns into sucking off the neigh¬ 
borhood kids before he discovers 
the joys of glory holes. What he 
likes best are straight men, and he 
finds if he suits up as a woman, 
even a less-than-convincing one, 
his odds increase dramatically. 

“I’m not a transvestite,” he 
says. “I do it to get straight cock.

oomm 
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It’s a necessary evil.” 

Isaac discovers the power of a 
wig and a dress after getting 
picked up by a burly truck driver, 
and then announces himself as 
“Truck Stop Sally” on the CB. He 
finds there is plenty of cock to 
suck along the Interstate. But it’s 
surprising how benign, even gen¬ 
tle, these scenes turn out to be. 

Ah, but what about the 
Marines? The play regularly re¬ 
turns to a pair of new recruits, 
childhood friends who end up to¬ 
gether at the Marine base in 
Oceanside. Harry is eternally 
horny, Josh less so. While waiting 
for Harry to finish up his session 
with a whore, Josh encounters 
Isaac in his Sally guise, and while 
he turns down an immediate blow 
job, he asks to see Sally again. 

The Sally-aates-a-Marine plot 
may strain credibility, but not as 
much as the convenient coinci¬ 
dence of Isaac’s best friend being 
a budding pornmaker who tricks 
Josh and Harry into “auditioning” 
for an imaginary straight-porn 
project. What this twist does pro¬ 
vide is the opportunity to get Josh 
and Harry out of their clothes and 
to amply display their buff naked 
bodies. 

Human behavior 

Like all of Larsen’s plays that 
seem to celebrate sex and flesh, 
there is a melancholy, even rebuk¬ 
ing undercurrent. But Larsen is a 
smart writer, and much of the 
humor comes from the recogniz¬ 
ably human foibles of his charac¬ 
ters. The end is wistful and tragic 
and abrupt. 

Using pop music to humor¬ 
ously comment on the action, 
Larsen has directed his play with 
his usual assurance. The cast is in 


tune with the play’s happy-sad 
spirit, and there are a number of 
standout performances. 

As Isaac/Sally, Octavio Saez de 
Ibarra creates a character who is 
sweetly engaging and humorously 
self-effacing even when on the 
prowl for cock. Josh Feinman is 
sexy and believably conflicted as 
Josh, while Eric Womack projects 
enthusiastic male bravado as his 
Marine buddy. Randel Hart turns 
up amusingly as Bill Clinton, but 
his best work is his sweet perfor¬ 
mance as the trucker who be¬ 
friends Sally. 

There is able support from 
Michaela Greeley as Hillary Clin¬ 
ton and Dr. Laura, Anna Loar as 
Monica Lewinsky, and Ronnie 
Kerr as Isaac’s porn-making 
friend. 

Cocksucker: A Love Story is 
Larsen’s most personally revealing 
play to date, and its 95 minutes are 
packed with comedy, drama, ro¬ 
mance, sex, satire, tragedy, and so¬ 
cial commentary. All in all, it’s 
quite a feat. ▼

Sonatas at gale force 


Perahia, Lewis tackle Schubert

Gay composer Harrison wished to hear premieres of five gamelan pieces. 


Cahill contacted Harrison, 
who said he most wished to hear 
premieres of five gamelan pieces 
he had just finished.

(rather than Schubert’s scores) as 
his way into these pieces, clearly is 
not going gently into that good 
night. 

I suppose a case could be made 
for that. But more disconcerting 
by far are the lighter interludes 
Schubert so generously sprinkles 
over these musical journeys into 
life’s extremes. Usually they come 
like shafts of light breaking 
through the pervasive gloom, but 
Perahia seems to see them as the 
more hebephrenic side of mad¬ 
ness. Where other pianists have 
given them a buoyant, even 
whimsical air, Perahia makes them 
downright loopy. Instead of oases 
in a parched emotional landscape, 
they’re little musical hells where 
the hopeless whistle off-key. Per se, 
the playing is fine. Self-assurance 
and prestidigitation abound. Fans 
will faint. 

Arrival time 

Listeners with an ear for what 
else lies hidden in these unfath¬ 
omable works will find more to 
sustain them in Paul Lewis’ 
searching accounts of the final two 
sonatas. A young pianist would 
normally be ill-advised to under¬ 
take these sonatas this early 
(though the blue jeans-clad Lewis 
is probably already older than 
Schubert was when he yvrote 
them). But Lewis’ having already 
played the complete Schubert 
sonatas (at London’s Wigmore 
Hall, no less) explains why these 
arrestingly mature readings sound 
so “arrived at” rather than rushed 
into. 

Not that they’re not propul¬ 
sive. The first thing one notices 
about Lewis’ playing is its forward 
thrust, impulsive but not reckless, 
and infused with a sense of much 
to say, little time to say it, and the

ive premieres of music by 
the late Lou Harrison will 
highlight the final day of Cal 
Performances’ June 5-8 first bien¬ 
nial festival of contemporary 
music. The festival’s five concerts, 
held in UC Berkeley’s Hertz Hall, 
focus on the works of living Cali¬ 
fornia composers, most of whom 
will be present to either discuss or 
play their works. 

The idea for alternating the 
Edge Festival of Contemporary 
Music with the long-established 
biennial Berkeley Early Music Fes¬ 
tival and Exposition germinated 
for 10 years before achieving 
fruition. After some generous 
donors came forward to make the 
first festival possible, Berkeley pi¬ 
anist Sarah Cahill suggested to Cal 
Performances Director Robert 
Cole that the initial festival focus 
on the trajectory of California’s 
living composers. 

“Lou Harrison was a logical 
choice,” Cahill told the BAR. 
“Choreographer Mark Morris and 
Los Angeles Times music critic 
Mark Swed also suggested him. 
Both said that Lou probably didn’t 
have a long time to live, and it was 
important to celebrate him while 
he was still alive.” 


ly of the piano works. Two hot- 
off-the-press new recordings of 
the late sonatas, by pianists Mur¬ 
ray Perahia (Sony Classical) and 
Paul Lewis (Harmonia Mundi), 
yieid obvious points of compari¬ 
son while indicating where Schu¬ 
bert interpretation is (and isn’t) 
going these days. 


On the shelf, Perahia’s two-CD 
set of the last three sonatas looked 
like a welcome return of the pi¬ 
anist to repertoire suited to his 
special if limited talents. Off the 
shelfcit’s just more point- (rather 
than music-) making by a once- 
important artist whose thumb 
seems to have healed well before 
his soul. Listening to it, I was re¬ 
minded of a colleague’s remark 
about Renee Fleming’s latest CD: 
that it suggested that she hadn’t 
lost her voice, she’d lost her mind. 

A signature characteristic of 
Schubert’s piano music is its mer¬ 
curial shifts of mood and charac¬ 
ter. Perahia turns these sturdily 
constructed if startlingly volatile 
works into the rantings of a seem¬ 
ingly bipolar sensibility. Think 
Ralph Fiennes’ Spider on the keys. 
It’s hard work simply hanging in 
with these interpretations, so 
often do they erupt into abrupt 
outbursts of rage. Peraiah, who

From romance to tragedy 


SF Symphony revisits Wagner WeilI, Weimar years

ver since 1995, when 
Michael Tilson Thomas 
took the lead at the San 
Francisco Symphony, there has 
been an exciting succession of in¬ 
teresting summer festivals. From 
American Mavericks to individual 
composers and national tradi¬ 
tions, local audiences have come 
to expect the unexpected. 

This year holds special promise 
as the SFS prepares for Innocence 
Undone: Wagner, Weill and the 
Weimar Years. The series runs 
from June 11-22 with multiple 
performances of three separate 
programs. Tickets are already on 
sale at the SFS Box Office or on¬ 
line at their website. 

It would be difficult to choose 
one concert over another, but in¬ 
dividual taste may narrow the 
field if attendance is limited by 
budgetary or scheduling prob¬ 
lems. One bill is devoted to a 
semi-staged opera; another to or¬ 
chestral works (with a song cycle 
for variety), and the third to Ger¬ 
man cabaret. 

The splashiest production will 
be the concert reading of Richard 
Wagner’s first fully-fledged oper¬ 
atic masterpiece, The Flying 
Dutchman. The “innocence” men¬ 
tioned in the festival’s title surely 
relates to this groundbreaking ro¬ 
mantic drama of love and re¬ 
demption that signaled Wagner as 
one of the great geniuses in the 
history of Western music. 

Whatever one thinks of Wagn¬ 
er the man — the anti-Semite, 


adulterer and wrongheaded 
champion of dubious political 
causes — there can be little argu¬ 
ment regarding his music. 

The Flying Dutchman tells the 
story of a phantom sea-captain 
who must forever sail away in 
search of a perfect love who can 
break the spell and save his soul. 
The opera contains the hallmarks 
of Wagner’s stylistic innovations. 
The memorable opening of the 
magnificent overture, depicting a 
great storm at sea, and the many 
illuminating strokes given to the 
orchestra must have thrilled early 
audiences. 

The composer developed the 
idea of leitmotiv more fully with 
each successive opera, but the 
identifying and illustrative char¬ 
acter themes are all evident in the 
remarkably melodious first at¬ 
tempt. The long but absorbing 
score should be well-served by 
baritone Mark Delavan as the 
Dutchman and soprano Jane Ea- 
glen as Senta, both making their 
SFS debuts. Mezzo-soprano Jill 
Grove, bass Stephen Milling and 
tenors Mark Baker and Eric Cut¬ 
ler also appear under the direction 
of Peter McClintock, who pleased 
greatly with his semi-staged Rim- 
sky-Korsakov Mlada last summer. 
(6/11,13,15,19,21) 

Tragic nation 

The Weimar Republic could be 
viewed as a democratic attempt by 
Germany to renew itself after the 
self-inflicted ravages of World War 
I, or as a social experiment gone 
horribly wrong. Whatever can be 
deduced in hindsight would be 
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Soprano Jane Eaglen: absorbing 


hard to describe briefly or objec¬ 
tively. The chronology of events 
that led to the rise of Nazism and 
the brutal subjugation of Hitler’s 
chosen enemies is complicated 
and disturbing. 

The festival covers the chain of 
events through music and com¬ 
posers who fell victim to the cru¬ 
elty of the regime. Thankfully, the 
writers featured in the second 
program, June 14, all managed to 
flee the Nazis. Wagner was already 
dead. 

Ernest Toch, who settled in Los 
Angeles in 1933, will be heard in 
two pieces. “The Bunte Suite” and 
“The Chinese Flute” featuring so¬ 
prano Laura Claycomb are receiv¬ 
ing their first SFS performances. 
Other Symphony premieres in¬ 
clude Schoenberg’s Herzegewachse 
and a Wagner work written for the 
composer’s children to sing to his 
wife, Cosima. His Siegfried Idyll 
was a birthday gift to Cosima, and 
MTT has added it to the concert. 

The final concert of the series 
is reportedly a hard ticket already, 
due to the appearance of German 
chanteuse Ute Lemper. The cool 
Dietrichesque beauty will open 


the program with popular songs 
of the period, in their original or¬ 
chestrations, by Friedrich Hollan¬ 
der and Mischa Spoliansky. 

The male vocal ensemble Hud¬ 
son Shad, joining Lemper in Kurt 
Weill and Bertolt Brecht’s The 
Seven Deadly Sins, will heighten 
the cabaret atmosphere. The quin¬ 
tet is modeled after the Comedian 
Harmonists, famous in Germany 
until the Nazis banned them be¬ 
cause of the Jewish ethnicity of 
one member. The original singers 
were marvelous, portrayed beau¬ 
tifully in the film The Harmonists 
(available, but hard to find on 
DVD). I’m happy Hudson Shad 
continues their delightful tradi¬ 
tion. (6/20,22) 

Of course, the Nazis also pro¬ 
scribed Weill’s music. Forbidden 
or entartete music was featured in 
a fabulous series of recordings by

Decca records, tragically cut short 
by the hard times that have befall¬ 
en the classical music industry. 
MTT and the SFS are not letting 
that stand in their way. The tradi¬ 
tion of featuring maverick com¬ 
posers in a summer festival con¬ 
tinues, and this year looks espe¬ 
cially exciting. T 
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devil at his heels {d la“ Der Erl- 
konig”). The rhythmic elasticity of 
his playing is echt- Romantic and 
perfectly gauged to this restless, 
oddly defiant music. But there’s 
never a sense of speed for exhibi¬ 
tionism’s sake. What it’s about is 
that thing vocal coaches used to 
call “energy in the line.” Lewis has 
it in spades. 

The young English pianist’s de¬ 
fault is a robust, vibrant tone, but 
his real achievement is in his full 
range of expression, which also 
embraces the most ethereal of sen¬ 
timents. Midway though the 
opening Allegro of the A-major 
Sonata, a line comes rumbling out 
of the bass like a gush of hot lava 
and then, over an unbrokenly even 
course, disappears into the mists 
of the high treble. Hearing it is like 
being physically stretched, and, in 
the minuscule rest that follows the 
figure, you experience it again, in 
retrospect and in silence. 

Schubert lovers will start with 
the disc’s second sonata, Schu¬ 
bert’s last, in B-flat minor, and 
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they won’t be disappointed by 
Lewis’ towering interpretation. He 
takes the long, opening dirge in a 
single breath, and returns to it as 
to the bedside of dying friend. It’s 
everything you want in a Schubert 
B-flat, the equal of any recording 
in the catalog today. 

But it’s his A-major that 
haunts. Uchida’s reading seemed 
unsurpassable, but Lewis finds as 
much in the piece as she, albeit 
with his own distinctive voice. The 
off-kilter Andantino, as wrenching 
a piece as “Der Leiermann,” the 
terminal song in Winterreise, is al¬ 
most unbearably well-character¬ 
ized by this remarkable young pi¬ 
anist who, like Schubert, seems 
wise far beyond his years. T

Glance backatlML’03 

Reflections on a huge success

he weather in Chicago dur¬ 
ing IML 2003 weekend was 
not unlike that of San Fran¬ 
cisco, overcast in the mornings 
and sun throughout the rest of the 
day. If you were a stranger there, 
the first clue you got that it was a 
leather event would have been at 
check-in at the Palmer House. 
Each guest was issued plastic keys 
to his/her room emblazoned with 
the logo for the 20th annual Fol¬ 
som Street Fair in San Francisco! 
Somebody has some marketing 
savvy! 

The lobby of the Palmer House 
Hilton never had so much traffic 
on its carpeted magnificence. Sit¬ 
uated in Chicago’s world-famous 
Loop, this was the second time the 
hotel has hosted IML and they did 
a magnificent job.

There are a thousand 
tales emanating from 
IML 2003. Here are a few 
noteworthy ones, al¬ 
though I could never 
capture some of the 
more personal situa¬ 
tions:

hotel and everyone seemed satis¬ 
fied with their location, as sales 
were rampant throughout.

There were no outbursts, 
stomping out in anger, cursing or 
displays of poor sportsmanship by 
any of the IML 2003 contestants 
after the Top 20 were announced. 
These were no losers, but a group 
of men who did their best. All 
who sent a candidate to IML 
should be proud of their entries. 
What a sight to behold all of them 
onstage! 

Chuck Rodocker, owner of the 
world-famous Touche Bar in 
Chicago, proved to be a long-en¬ 
during supporter and friend of all 
who visit Chicago. His accountant 
is probably in an uproar over the 
bill for dozens of long-stemmed 
American Beauty Roses that Mr. 
Rodocker sent to long-time friends 
of IML. I had the pleasure of meet¬ 
ing Mr. Rodocker at least a year be¬ 
fore IML even started. He remains 
the ever-supportive, ever-thought¬ 
ful and ever-caring man he has al¬ 
ways been — an exemplary icon of 


leather solidarity, indeed. 

Of all the parties that were 
thrown during IML 2003 week¬ 
end, the vote is in and the Onyx 
Leathermen of Chicago got the 
nod from all. It was a sizzling 
dance party and even a few old fo¬ 
geys were seen boogie-ing around 
the floor. This is not to demean 
the efforts of all the other parties, 
but the Onyx Party rocked! 

It’s safe to say that IML 2003 
gets an A+ for this year’s produc¬ 
tion. Executive Director Bill Stadt 
wasn’t hopping all over the place 
with ear phones, but relied on his 
dedicated staff to make the pro¬ 
duction run smoothly and indeed 
it did. It was silver, silver every¬ 
where, including a 99% silver 

2003 American Silver Dollar to 
IML winner John Pendal in a con¬ 
gratulatory case. 

I’m sorry if you missed it this 
year. The IML 25th Anniversary 
Show was definitely a “sterling” 
event!

lthough MSR Studios 
crowed about the awards 
earned at the recent GVNs 
by their feature, White Trash, all 
eight were for categories peripher¬ 
al to sexual content, like packag¬ 
ing and marketing. Now, here’s 
the feature that should win the 
Studio awards where it counts: in 
your groin. 

The List, which stars Alex 
LeMonde, late of JetSet Studios 
and soon to be beloved by tout le 
monde, plus Michael Brandon and 
his trusted sidekick, Monster, is 
based on a simple premise: two 
undeniable stars of porn make 
lists of men they’d like to fuck. 
And then they check ’em off in 
four fab scenes. Mr. Brandon is 
dependably rousing, first with 
Nick Thomas, and then, in a 
threeway with Trent 
Cougar, Andrew Addams. 

But in two scenes that 
add emotion to vehe¬ 
mence, Mr. LeMonde 
goes to the moon with 
Trey Rexx and Jordan 
West. All three of these 
superbly 
beautiful 
and dy¬ 
namic sex- 
ualists will have to go far to top 
the satiation they provide here. 

The first scene has no set-up, 
which is good, although joining 
Michael with Nick in mid-gag is 
somewhat abrupt. The sudden 
sight of Michael’s Monster, looking 
truly imperious, is startling. It’s 
never looked harder. The guys are 
in one of those fake porn-set dun¬ 
geons (laminate red-brick walls, 
brand-new leather items hung too 
neatly about). But there’s nothing 
fake about their passion, as 
Michael slams the never-ending 
tale that is his dick down Nick’s 
throat, and then, in a real squirm- 
inducer, up the tawny, yawning slot 
of his asshole. As a receiver, Nick’s 
a little passive, but one admires his 
engulfing squat, and Michael’s 
parry-and-thrust cocksmanship. 

Alex and Trey are in mid-kiss 
when we join them, clothed and 
nestling on a sofa. Alex makes out 
kinda romantic, and Trey smiles. I 
just love it when a butch guy has a 
good time sans grimace. The men 
make out a lot, and Trey’s sun- 
bleached curls tumble into his 


face. When Trey’s pants open, his 
dick pops out fully hard. And fully 
beautiful. Long and true, it’s a 
suitable centerpiece for the regal 
' Mr. Rexx (whose name, de¬ 
coded, means Very 
Much the King; in¬ 
deed). LeMonde’s flat 
body is lean and 
, muscled, his expres¬ 
sion warm, his dick 
held surprisingly high 
for the length and weight 
it carries. 
The pair’s 
sucking 
of these 
exemplar cocks is palpably felt. 

Turnabout rimming explores 
two lush assholes, before Trey backs 
onto Alex’s dick. Usually a top, Trey 
is a reactive bottom who stays fully 
hard as he begs for stronger thrusts. 
And gets them. Between moans, he 
laughs and smiles. This hot stud is 
such a charmer, something his pre¬ 
vious movies haven’t revealed. Fi¬ 
nally, Alex’s finger stuffed up his 
bum, Trey drops a heavy load, as 
does Alex. Deep kisses; fade out. 
Memories are made of this. 

Cream sauce 

Scene three serves up Andrew 
Addams, whom Brandon rightful¬ 
ly calls “a nasty fucking pig bot¬ 
tom.” Since Addams likes it rough, 
Trent Cougar is called in to help. I 
like the burly, broadly dicked 
Trent a lot, and this is the most 
concentrated display of his surly 
leathersex style I’ve seen. In this 
purposefully abusive scene, the 
two men simultaneously cream 
Addams from both ends in a most 
ungentlemanly fashion. 

The List's memorable finale is 


as strongly masculine as the pre¬ 
ceding scene, but without its pun¬ 
ishing intent. LeMonde’s partner 
here is Jordan West, a striking 
dirty blond with cute smile and 
twinkling eyes. And talk about 
ripped — his skin is wrapped as 
tightly ’round his body as the 
hoops that hug a barrel. This one’s 
a stick of dynamite masquerading 
as a bon bon. He gets sloppily 
messed up sucking Alex’s awe¬ 
somely projectile pecker. The sali¬ 
va streams down LeMonde’s cock 
in rivulets, and drips off his balls. 
Then, West’s own boyishly pert 
cock straining for lift-off, he 
squats down on LeMonde’s high- 
rise erection while facing the cam¬ 
era — my favorite position for 
viewing — taking a full five min¬ 
utes to accommodate LeMonde (I 
truly appreciated the nearly real¬ 
time allotment the scene so de¬ 
servedly receives). Then the buck¬ 
ing’s a real thrill-ride, West bounc¬ 
ing so strenuously that the bed be¬ 
comes a trampoline, throwing the 
guys up high and crashing West 
down with gut-splitting impact. 
Not even Cirque de Soleil, with 
those high-flying twin brothers 
wrapped moistly around each 
other, has an act this thrilling. 
Throughout the movie, sights are 
neatly documented in unflinch¬ 
ingly clear close-ups (excellent 
videography by Ed Maxx: steady, 
and lingering on the exact spots I 
want to see). Altogether, the best 
film director Tony Alizzi has 
made. The List is a keeper; it’s def¬ 
initely on my short list. T

with gay implications, The Daddy, 
the Diva, and the Detective 
promised to take this well-trod 
genre in new directions. Alas, 
that’s not the case. 

What appears to be a standard- 
issue script has been put into ser¬ 
vice, and while, yes, you do have a 
drag queen and leather guy in the 
leading roles, the story is still a 
hoary tale of straight characters 
and murder-mystery cliches. How 
much more fun it could have been 
had a script with gay situations 
and sensibilities been concocted. 


Even apart from the script’s sexu¬ 
al orientation, there wasn’t much 
incentive to sort who did what to 
whom. 

Not that there wasn’t fun to be 
had, but it took its time in arriv¬ 
ing. Little was done at the start to 
pull together the diverse audience 
during an awkward reception 
around a plate of cheese and 
crackers, as characters with names 
like Agatha Dimwitty and Dudley 
Hardly fussed about. Once every¬ 
one took their seats at pre-as- 
signed tables, some bonding did 
occur, but the cast, who are sup¬ 
posed to be guests like us, never 
really melded into the group and 
would disappear for long stretch¬ 


es (to the displeasure of Idajane, 
who also lamented that most of 
the murders took place out of 
sight). 

A reasonable dinner (our 
choice: pork or salmon) is served 
up, and a cash bar is available. (A 
shot of bourbon proved helpful.) 
But the real fun occurred when 
the structure loosened up enough 
to finally let the evening go gay. 

The Daddy, the Diva, and the 
Detective will run at the Archbish¬ 
op’s Mansion on Sundays through 
June 20. Tickets are $85 and in¬ 
clude a three-course meal. (A por¬ 
tion of the proceeds goes to the 
San Francisco AIDS Emergency

posters reflect the political aspira¬ 
tions that would lead him to his 
place in history. 

The most powerful relic of the 
exhibit is its centerpiece: the suit, 
shirt, tie and well-worn brown ox¬ 
ford shoes that Milk wore the night 
he was killed. To look at the bullet- 
torn clothes, the white shirt covered 
with dried brown blood, the shat¬ 
tered pocket comb and bullet-punc¬ 
tured letters that were in his chest 
pocket, is to stare in the face of his¬ 
tory. If you are gay, it is your history. 

Much of what we take for 
granted about gay culture today 
began the night Harvey Milk was 
killed a mere 25 years ago. A 
group of men who gathered to 
sing on the steps of City Hall that 
night evolved into the San Fran¬ 
cisco Gay Men’s Chorus, the 
world’s first gay chorus. Today 
there are more than 200 such 
groups worldwide. 

The afterlife section of the ex¬ 
hibit reveals the impact that Milk’s 
life and death had on the gay com¬ 
munity not just of San Francisco, 
but of the world. The White Night 
Riots that erupted in protest to the 
light sentence given to Dan White 
(who killed Milk and Mayor 
George Moscone) were a flash¬ 
point in the gay liberation move¬ 
ment. The first National Gay 
Rights March on Washington in 
1979 was a tribute to Milk. 

The exhibit reminds us that 
Milk’s legacy is reflected in the 
Oscar-winning documentary The 
Times of Harvey Milk, in Randy 
Shilts’ book The Mayor of Castro 
Street, in the children’s book The 
Harvey Milk Story, and in a 1995 
opera commissioned by the Hous¬ 
ton, New York City and San Fran¬ 
cisco Operas. 

A new home 

Housed in the bright new 
SoMa home of The GLBT Histor¬ 
ical Society, the intimate museum 
space presents new opportunities 
for the organization that has been 
collecting and archiving gay and 
lesbian material since 1985. 

The Society’s archives includes 
thousands of posters and hun¬ 
dreds of thousands of pho¬ 
tographs, documents and memo¬ 


rabilia that chronicle queer histo¬ 
ry in San Francisco. 

Journalists, documentary film¬ 
makers, graduate students and 
professional academics use the 
archives for research. People in 
search of a long-lost uncle or rel¬ 
ative consult the archives’ indexes 
to Bay Area Reporter obituaries. 

The GLBT Historical Society 
archive is available to the public 
free of charge and is accessible via 
www.glbthistory.org. 

“Our initial goal was the idea to 
save our own history because no 
one else will,” says Executive Direc¬ 
tor and Exhibit Curator Susan 
Stryker. “We’re now transforming 
our public image from a research 
archive to a museum with a re¬ 
search center in it. This move to the 
city’s cultural area is part of that.” 

For Stryker, putting together 
the museum’s inaugural exhibit 
has proven to be a very large labor 
of love. “Curating a show is like 
directing a movie,” she says. “You 
can’t do it yourself. The level of 


detail is mind-boggling.” 

But some experts in the field 
have donated their time to make 
Saint Harvey a world-class pre¬ 
sentation. The exhibit is designed 
by Alan Greenspan, whose many 
creative credits include designing 
the spectacular hats of Beach 
Blanket Babylon. Elizabeth Cornu, 
conservator for the Fine Arts Mu¬ 
seums of San Francisco, is serving 
as exhibit installation consultant. 

“I wanted to tell the story,” says 
Stryker. “And they’ve offered real¬ 
ly great advice on how to tell it.” 

And what a story it is. ▼

“I’m a grown-up kid,” Harri¬ 
son once said. “Art to me is play. 
Children get very serious about 
play. It’s not frivolous, it’s learn¬ 
ing. If it’s beautiful, that’s a wel¬ 
come bonus.” It was customary for 
Lou to make the “bonus” a central 
part of his work. 

“Lou was interested in bring¬ 
ing beauty back to music after a 
period of composition marked by 
ugliness and complexity,” said 
Cahill. “He had an enormous en¬ 
thusiasm for music of all different 
kinds and managed to embrace all 
of it, sometimes in one piece. For 
instance, he would write a piece 
for American gamelan that in¬ 
cluded a musical form that dates 
from medieval Europe.” 

Betty on board 

The June 8 Tribute to Lou Har¬ 
rison will feature performances by 
Jody Diamond, one of Lou’s first 
gamelan teachers, who has pre¬ 
miered and recorded much of his 
music, and the extraordinary per¬ 
cussionist Willy Winant, who also 
worked extensively with Harrison. 
Diamond will conduct and play 
Gamelan Si Betty, the unique 
gamelan built by Lou and his late 
longtime partner William Colvig. 
Winant will play a wide variety of 


Lou’s percussion instruments, in¬ 
cluding water-buffalo bells, cow¬ 
bells, suspended and muted auto¬ 
mobile-brake drums, bell coils, 
washtub, maracas, windglass, and 
wooden rattle. 

The concert will also include 
Lou’s marvelous Varied Trio. 
Scored for violin, piano, porcelain 
bowls, baking tins and chopsticks, 
it was written for and premiered 
by the Abel-Steinberg-Winant 
Trio at Hertz Hall in 1987. The 
trio returns to the venue for the 
performance, 

Also featured is Simfony #13, 
which premiered in 1941 at SF’s 
California Club, on a concert 
jointly presented by Harrison and 
John Cage. This work was thought 
lost until recently rediscovered at 
the University of Illinois. It is fol¬ 
lowed by Fugue (1942), composed 
for an eclectic assemblage of per¬ 
cussion and bell instruments. 
Completing the program are 
Music for Violin with Various In¬ 
struments (1967) for African 
mbira, reed organ, Chinese 
drums, psaltery and violin; and 
Threnody for Carlos Chavez 
(1978), a work in which Harrison 
discovered “the conjunction be¬ 
tween Javanese music and me¬ 
dieval rhythmic modalities.” A. 
number of these works are fea¬ 
tured on Drums Along the Pacific 
(New Albion), a just-released 
mouth-watering disc featuring 


performances by SF Symphony 
principal violist Geraldine 
Walther, David Abel, William 
Winant, conductor Dennis Russell 
Davies, Harrison biographer Leta 
Miller and others. 

The Festival, curated by Cahill, 
composer Jorge Liderman, and 
David Wessel, opens on Thursday 
night, June 5, with the music of UC 
Professors Cindy Cox and Ed¬ 
mund Campion performed by Cox 
and the San Francisco Contempo¬ 
rary Music Players. Friday night 
spotlights the “father of minimal¬ 
ism,” Terry Riley, with the compos¬ 
er performing his groundbreaking, 
psychedelic-generation A Rainbow 
in Curved Air piano improvisation 
for the first time in over 30 years. 
Riley will also perform the pre¬ 
miere of his new Baghdad High¬ 
way, while pianists Cahill and 
Joseph Kubera, and the Abel-Stein- 
berg-Winant Trio, will apply their 
gifts to other Riley works. 

Saturday brings two special 
treats, a 6 p.m. concert of music by 
2003 Pulitzer Prize winner John 
Adams and California expatriate 
Ingram Marshall, followed by a 9 
p.m. evening of improvisation 
with saxophonist Steve Lacy, trom¬ 
bonist George Lewis, and elec¬ 
tronic musician David Wessel. ▼

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Soap dish as the summer doldrums begin

t’s officially summer. The very 
last season finales have come 
and gone, and George Bush 
laid the Memorial Day wreath at 
Arlington. We wish we could have 
squeezed out some tears during 
the latter (we certainly have in 
years past), but all we could feel 
was rage at yet another Bush video 
op. War has yet to end in Iraq (and 
Afghanistan), and there are daily 
demonstrations in the Iraqi streets 
protesting America’s continued 
presence. You won’t see it on 
American TV, but you can catch it 
on BBC WorldNews. 


One TV face who won’t be 
rerun this summer, and one we 
won’t miss, is Ari Fleischer. The 
Bush press secretary has tendered 
his resignation (along with EPA 
head Christie Whitman and a few 
other Bush leaguers; we can only 
hope this signals rats leaving a 
sinking ship). As Fleischer deliv¬ 
ered the White House statement 
last week on why the Bush tax cut 
doesn’t cover the working poor 
who would most benefit from the 
child credit and the tax refund, we 
were reminded yet again of just 
how empty of humanity he seems 
to be. We’ve seen our share of 
good, bad and indifferent press 
secretaries (none so Fine as The 


West Wings CJ), bbt Fleischer is in 
a creepy class all his own. We un¬ 
derstand he’s off to the lecture cir¬ 
cuit. Fle’d do well in Port Charles 
with the other vampires. 

We were thrilled to see ABC’s 
interview with Macarena Hernan¬ 
dez. Her name doesn’t engender 
household buzz like Jayson Blair, 
but she’s why Blair got caught 
at The New York Times. __ 
His theft of her story 
on the mother of a 
soldier missing in ac¬ 
tion in Iraq was the 
final nail in his pla- 
giaristic coffin. 

Hernandez was an 
intern in the 
same affirma¬ 
tive action re¬ 
cruitment pro¬ 
gram at the Times as Blair. Both 
writers were offered positions, but 
family concerns forced Hernandez 
to stay in her native Texas, where 
she writes for another daily, The 
San Antonio Express. Hernandez 
was outraged to discover the theft 
of her work (ABC excerpted sec¬ 
tions of the story; Blair barely 
changed a preposition or comma) 
as was her editor, who alerted the 
Times they had a plagiarist on 
their hands. The rest, as they say... 

Hernandez’s outrage remains 
undiminished since the story 
broke. Like many writers of color, 
she feels tainted by Blair’s claims 
that racism forced him to steal the 
work of other writers (many of 
them, it turns out, also of color). 
Hernandez spoke passionately of 
yearning to be a writer while 
growing up in a poor, bilingual 
community that is part Mexico, 
part America. She didn’t dare be¬ 
lieve she could be a writer; she’s 
the only member of her family to 
go to college, have a career. She 
feels anger and resentment over 
Blair’s protestations and singular 
lack of remorse. 

“I thought he would be think¬ 
ing about how to apologize,” she 
mused. Blair’s arrogance, Hernan¬ 
dez said, made her feel compelled 
to speak out. Affirmative action 
isn’t bad because of Blair, she as¬ 
serted, because it also creates writ¬ 
ers like herself. Brava to Hernan¬ 
dez for telling her side; kudos to 
ABC News for seeking her out and 
giving the tale depth, not just a 
few soundbites. 

Suds galore 

It’s shaping up to be an incen¬ 
diary summer on TV soaps — lots 
of edgy stories and hot sex. Since 


summer prime-time will be rife 
with new reality shows that don’t 
bear watching (or are unbearable 
to watch), we suggest setting that 
VCR for daytime (or catching re¬ 
runs of excellent prime-time 
shows from last season, like NBC’s 
superb Boomtown on Sunday 
nights). 

One soap that ended last week 
was the six-season prime¬ 
time phenom, Daw¬ 
son’s Creek, the show 
that put the WB on 
the network map. The 
series finale was a 10- 
hankie affair. Jen 
(Michele Williams), 
Capeside’s resi¬ 
dent bad girl, 
died of a heart 
abnormality, 
leaving her infant daughter Amy 
(her boyfriend knocked her up 
and left her last season) to be 
raised by her best friend, Jack 
(Kerr Smith), the show’s resident 
queer.

The plot device of killing off 
one of Capeside’s fivesome might 
have seemed hackneyed, but it 
achieved real poignancy and had 
all the cynical edginess that jetti¬ 
soned DC into critical acclaim 
(and into the world of syndica¬ 
tion). We really did care what hap¬ 
pened to the kids we had watched 
come of age and stumble into 
adulthood. It mattered that Joey 
(Katie Holmes) came home to 
choose the love of her life from 
the two guys she had bounced be¬ 
tween for six seasons, Dawson 
(James van der Beek) and Pacey 
(Jonathan Jackson). It mattered 
that she chose Pacey, the boy who 
had her heart despite Dawson 
being her childhood love and 
soulmate. 

It also mattered that Jack’s 
boyfriend, Doug, sheriff of the 
small seaside town, came to the 
realization that he had to come 
out of the closet or lose Jack. Their 
epiphany after Jen’s death was be¬ 
lievable and heartfelt. Seeing these 
two men kiss on the mouth dur¬ 
ing prime time (something we are 
still waiting for on Will & Grace ) 
reminded us of how influential 
this show has been for a genera¬ 
tion of kids coming of age and 
coming out. Jack and Doug love 
each other, and have real concerns 
about how to be queer in a 
straight world. We loved Jack hiss¬ 
ing at Doug that in a “post- Will & 
Grace world,” no one cared about 
his being gay, while Doug remind¬ 
ed Jack that no matter where the 
two raised Amy, they would still 
be gay parents. We loved Jack’s 
choice to return to Capeside to be 
an out gay teadher, and his 
lamenting to Jen that dealing with 
Doug’s closetedness was like going 
backward in time. These are real 
queer issues presented in a way 
that makes them comparable to 
other issues teens face. 

Other soap dish involves that 
other groundbreaking queer cou¬ 
ple, Bianca and Lena on All My 


Children. We couldn’t be more 
pleased at the twists and turns this 
story has taken, and the way the 
industry mag, Soap Opera Digest, 
has gone against type and em¬ 
braced it, even citing it in last 
week’s issue as the editor’s choice 
story of the week, and using it this 
week as the basis for a story on 
taboos on soaps (with a three- 
quarter-page color shot of The 
Lesbian Kiss). 

GLAAD complained to SOD 
that daytime needs to address bi¬ 
sexuality and transgender and 
stop doing so much cross-dressing 
for fun (heaven forfend!) Clearly 
GLAAD doesn’t get that Bianca 
(Eden Riegel) and Lena (Olga Sos- 
novska) are daytime’s first queer 
couple, a journey that took the 
AMC writers and the stalwart 
Riegel two-and-a-half years of 
yeo(wo)man work to achieve. 
GLAAD’s references to the two as 
“Penthouse lesbians” is unfair and 
untrue. Having watched this sto¬ 
ryline evolve over 31 months (an 
eternity in soap time), we recog¬ 
nize in Bianca a baby butch like 
many we have known, and in Lena 
a worldly-wise woman who uses 
men to get ahead but gives her 
heart to women. 

GLAAD can bemoan what isn’t 
there yet, but we must applaud 
what is. ABC lost sponsors, view¬ 
ers and ratings points over Bian¬ 
ca’s storyline, but remained com¬ 
mitted to it. Now even straight 
fans have come to appreciate this 
couple (though not without prod¬ 
ding from both the actors and 
SOD). Some still feel the storyline 
is disgraceful, but for those of us 
who have spent years watching 
every Tom, Dick and Mary fall 
into bed on soaps* it is delicious to 
see Bianca and Lena doing the 
same. 

Safe sucking 

Speaking of soaps, are we alone 
in wondering why it is so easy to 
steal blood from General Hospital 
in Port Charles? A few months 
back we called Port Charles the 
best soap you’re not watching, and 
we still think so, but we do won¬ 
der who actually gives blood in the 
town since so many vampires are 
running around loose, and such a 
high percentage of them feed on 
bagged blood instead of sucking it 
from unwitting victims. (We re¬ 
member Wayne Brady’s commen¬ 
tary on PC in his opener for the 
Daytime Emmy Awards, when he 
suggested that condoms on those 
fangs would be a good idea.) With 
all this blood theft, will there be 
any to treat Sonny, Carly, et al. on 
General Hospital when yet anoth¬ 
er mob hit assaults them? Just cu¬ 
rious. 

Finally, we caught Rosie O’¬ 
Donnell on Leno last week doing 
acrobatic tricks. (No, really — she 
duct-taped her shirt down and 
stood on her head. This after she 
balanced a broom and a baseball 
bat on her hand.) We’re all for les¬ 
bian motherhood, but perhaps 
Rosie and wife Kelley need to 
spend some quality time with 
adults. Rosie’ll be doing the tricks 
on Nickelodeon in coming weeks. 
Oh, how the mighty have fallen. 

Speaking of the fallen, a VCR 
alert: Hillary Rodham Clinton will 
be one-on-one in an ABC inter¬ 
view with Barbara Walters on 
Sunday, June 8. Clinton’s new 
book just hit the shelves, and the 
interview is allegedly a tell-all ad¬ 
dressing those things we used to 
care about, like Bill Clinton’s sex 
life. It should provide an interest¬ 
ing hour as Hillary remains the 
top prop for presidential bidding 
in 2008. Stay tuned. ▼
